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Preface. 


Bout fix and twenty years ago, 2 
Deſige for the Recording of illuftri- 


ous Providences, was under ſerious conſi- 
deration among ſome eminent Miniſters 
in England and in Ireland. That mo» 
tion was principally ſer on foot by the 
Learned Mr. Matthew Pool, whoſe Synop= 
fis Criticorum, and other Books by him e- 
mitted, have made him famous in the 
World. But before any thing was 
brought to effet, the Perſons to have 
been imployecd, had their thoughts di- 
verted another way. Nevertheleſs, there 
was a M. SS. ( the Compoſer whereof is 
to.me unknown )then written, whereir: 
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the Subjedts proper for this Record, and 


Jorme Rules for the better managing a 
defign of this nature, are deſcribed. In 
that M. SS. I find notable Stories related 
and atteſted, which elſewhere I never 


- met with. Particularly, the Sory of Mr, 


Earl of Colcheſter, and another mention- 
ed in our ſubſequent Eſſay. And beſides 
thoſe, there are ſome very memorable 
Paſſages written, which have-not as yet 
been publiſhed, fo far as I underſtagd. 
There are in that M. $S.ſeveral Remarka- 
'Sles about Apparitions, -e. g. It is there 
mFaid, that Dr. Frith, (who was one of the 
Prebends belonging to Windſor ) lying 
on his Bed, the Chamber Doors were 
thrown open, and a Corps with attend- 
Ing Torches brought to his Bed-ſide 
upon a Bier; The Corps repreſcnting 


one of his own Family : After ſome 


——_ was ſuch another ſhew, till 
e, the ſaid Dr. his Wifc and all his Fa- 
mily were brought in on the Bicr in 
ſuch order as they all ſoon after died. 
The Dr. was not then ſicl, but quickly 
_—_— orew 
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Melancholly, and would riſing at Mid- 


night repair to the Graves and monu- 
ments at Eaton Colledge ; ſaying, that he 
and his muſt ſhortly take up their habi= 
tation among the Dead. The Relater 
of this Story ( a Perſon of great inte- 
grity ) had it from Dr. Frith's Son, who 
alſo added, My Fathers Vifton is already 
Executed upon all the Family but my | ſelf, 
my time is next, and near at hand. 
In the mentioned A. $S. there is alſo 
a marvelous Relation concerning a 
young Scholar in France: For, it is there 
affirmed, that this prophane Student, 
having by extravagant courſes outrun his 
means; in his diſcontent walking foli- 
tarily, a Man came to him, and enquired 
the cauſe of his ſadneſs. Which he own- 
ing to be want of Money, had preſently 
a ſupply given him by the orher. That 
being quickly conſumed upon his Luſts; 
as ſoon as his Money was gone his Diſ- 
content returned ; and in his former 
Walk, he met with his former Reliever, 
who again offcred to ſupply him ; bur.

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aSkt him to contraſt with him to be 
his, and to ſign the contra with his |} tra 
Blood. The woful wretch conſented ; 5 Pr: 
Þut not long after, conſidering that this } ove

Still he continued under Terror, and faid 
he ſhould do fo, as long as the Covenant | 
which he had ſigned, remained in the *} tior 
Hands of the Devil. Hereupon, the Mi- | 
miſters reſolve to keep a day of Faſting | 
and Prayer in that very place of the | 
Field where the diſtreſſed creature had |} mo! 
made the wotul Bargain, ſetting him in | Sin! 
the midſt of them. Thus they did, and | Po! 
being with ſpecial aftings of Faith much | faid 
enlarged to pray earneſtly to the Lord 
to make known his power over vatan,

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in conſtraining him to give up that con- 
trac, atter ſome hours continuance in 
Prayer, a Cloud was ſcen to ſpread it ſelf 
over them, and out of it the very con» 
tract ſigned with the poor crearures 
Blood was dropped down amongſt them; 

which being taken up and viewed, the 
party concerned took it, and tore it in 


$ picces. The Relator had this from the 


mouth of Mr. Beaumond, a Miniſter of 
Note at Caon 1n Normandy, who aſtred 
him that he had it from one of the Mi- 
niſters that did aſſiſt in carrying on the 
Day of prayer when this memorable 
providence hapned. Nor is the Rela» 
tion impoſſible to be true, for Lather 
ſpeaks of a providence not unlike unto 
this, which hapned in his Congregation.” 
This M. $$. doth alſo mention ſome 
moſt Remarkable Judgments of God upon 
Sinners, as worthy to be Recorded for 
Poſterity to take notice of, It is there. 
faid, that when Mr. Richard Juxon was 2 
Fellow of Kings Colle dre in Cambri age, 
he led a moſt vicious lite: and whereas 


ſuch 
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ſuch of the*Students as were ſerious in 
matters. of Religion, did endeavour by 
ſolemn Faſting and Prayer to prepare 
themſelves for the Communion which 
was then (this was about the year 1636) 
on Eaſter-Day. This J«xos ſpent all the 
time of preparation in Drunken wild 
Meetings, and was up late and Drunk 
on the Saturday night. Nevertheleſs, 
on the Lords day, he came with others 


to the Communion, and fat next to the | 
Relator, who knowinghis Diſorder the | 


night before, was much troubled : but 
had no remedy ; Church-Diſcipline not 
being then ſo practiſed as ought to have 


been. The Communion being ended, |! 
ſuch of the Scholars as had the fear of | 
God in their hearts, repaired to thcir | 


Cloſets. But this Jyxox went 1mmecdi- 


ately to a Drunken-meeting, and there | 
to a Cockfight, where he fell to his ac- | 
cuſtomed madneſs, and pouring out a |} 


valley of Oaths and Curſes ; while thete 
were between his Lips, God ſmote him 
dead in the twinkle ot an eye, And ag 
ux0n 
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Tuxon were but young, and of a comely 
perſon, his Carcaſe was immediately ſo 
corrupted aS that the ſtench of it was in» 
ſullcrable, infomuch thatno houſe would 
receive it ; and his Friends were forced. 
to hire ſome baſe Feilows to watch the: 
Carcaſe till night ; and then with Pitch 
and fuch like Gums covered him in a- 
Coffin, and fo made a ſhift to endure his 
Interment. There ſtood by a . Scholar, 
whoſe name was George Hal, and who 
ated his part with Jaxon in his prophane- 
nefs : byt he was ſo aſtoniſhed with this 
amazing Providence of God, as that he 
fell down upon his knees, begging par- 
doning mercy from Heaven, and vowing 
a Retormation ; which vow the Lord en- 
abled him to keep, {o as that afterwards 
he became an able and famous Miniſter 
of the Goſpel. 

One ſtrange paſſage more I ſhall here 
relate out of the M. SS. which we have 
thus far made mention of. Therein I 
find part of aLetter tranſcribed ; which

About the Year 1638, A Ship fell foul 
upon the Rocks and - Sands, called the Ran- 
cadories, fixty Leagues diſtant from the Ifte: of 
Providence. Ten of the floating Pale 
got to a ſpot of Land, where having breathed 
awhile, and expecting to periſh by Famine, 

ight of them choſe rather ro comma them- 
folves to the mercy of the waters ; two onlv 
ſood-upon the ſpot of Land, one whereof 
ſoon died, and was in the Sands buried by his 
now deſolate Companion. This ſohrary 
Perſon in the midſt of the roaring Waters 
was encompalled withthe goodneſs of Divine 
Providence. Within three dayes God was 
pleaſed to ſend this fingle perſon ( who now 
alone, was Lord and Subje& in this his little 
W Common-wealth ) good ſtore of Fowl, and 
to render them {o tame, that the forlorn man 
could pick and chuſe where he liſt.

diately he heard a dreadful and amazing 
nouſe, not like a ſingle Canon, but as if great

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+ Anotherthing which cauſed a noiſe in te 
trey, and wherein Satan had undoubted 
ly a great influence, was, that which hapnel 
at Groton, There was a Maid in that Town 
(one Elizabeth Knap) who in the Monet 
of Oober, Anno. 1671. was taken after 
very ſtrange manner, ſometimes weepang, 
ſometimes laughing, ſomerimes roaring hue 
ouſly, with violent motions and agnartronsd 
her body, crying out Meney, Money, 8c. In 
November following, her Tongue for many 
hours together was drawn hike a ſemicircle np 
to the roof of her Mouth, not to be rems- 
ved, though ſome tried with their. hngers wo 
do it. Six Men were ſcarce able to hold he 
in ſome of her fits, but ſhe would skip abou 
the Houſe yelling and looking with a moſt 
rightful Aſpe&t. December 17. Her Tongue 
was drawn out of her mouth to an extraord- 
nary length; and now a Demon began ma 
nifeſtly to ſpeak in her. Many words were 
uttered wherein .are the Labial' Letters, with 
out any motion of her Lips, which was 2 
clear demonſtration that the © voice was not 
her own. Somerimes Words were ſpoken 
ſeeming to proceed out of her throat, when 
her Mouth was ſhut. Sometimes with her 
Mouth wide open, without the aſe of any of 
the Organs of ſpeech. The things GY

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tered by the Devil were chiefly Railings and 
Revilings of Mr. Willard (who was at 

time 4 Worthy and Faithful Paſtor to- the 
Church in Groten.) Allo the Damon beb 
ched forth moſt horrid and nefandous Blaf- 
phemies,exalting himſclf above the moſt High. 
After this the was taken ſpeechleſs for ſome 
time. One thing more 1s warthy of Remark 
concerning this miſerable creature. She cr 
ed out 1n ſome of her Fits, that a Woman, 
( oncof her Neighbours ) appeared to hes, 
and was the cauſe of her Atfiicion. The 
Perſon thus accuſed was a very fincere, holy 
Woman, who did hezeupon with the Advice 
of Friends vifitthe poor Wretch ;and though 
ſhe was 1n one of her Fits, having her Eyes 
ſhut, when the innocent perfon 1mpeached 
by her came in ; yet could ſhe ( ſo powerful 
were Satans Operations upon her ) declare 
who was there, and could tell the rouch of 
that Woman from any ones elſe. But the 
gracious Party thus accuſed and abuſed by a 
malicious Devil, Prayed earneſtly with and - 
for the Pollefled creature ; after which ſhe 
confeſſed that Satan had deluded her Mas 
king her beheve evil of her good Neighbour 
without agy cauſe. Nor did the after that 
complain of any Apparition or Diſturbance 
from ſuck an one. Yca, the faid, that the 
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Devil had himfelf in the likeneſs and 
of: divers tormented her, and then told ha 
-t was not he but they that didit. 


. Asthere have been ſeveral Perſons vexd| 
with evil Spirits, ſo divers Houſes have beeg 
wofully Haunted by them. In'the Yeg 
1679, the Houſe of William Morſe in New 
_ in New-England, was ſtrangely dilquy 
ered by a Damon. After thoſe troubles 
, he did by the Advice of Friends wrug 
n the particulars of thoſe unuſual Accs 
dents. And the Account which 'he giver 
thereof 1s as followeth ; 

On December 3. in the night time, he and 
bis Wife heard a noiſe upon the roof of 
.therr Houle, as if Sticks and Stones had beeg 
thrown againſt it withgreat violence; whers 
upon he roſe out of his Bed, but could ſe 
nothing. Locking the Doors faſt, he ng 
xurned to Bed again. About midnight they 
* theard an Hog making a great noiſe in the 
"Houle, fo that the Man roſe again, and found 
'a great Hogin the houſe, the door being ſhut,

At another time an Iron Crook that was 
hanged on a Nail, violently flew up and dowg, 
allo a Chair flew about, and at laſt lighted 
bn the Table where Victuals ſtood ready far 
themto cat, and was likely to ſpoil all, only

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a nimble catching they ſaved ſome of they 
eal with the lols of the reſt, and the 
overturning of their Table. 

People were ſometimes Barricado'd ont of 
doors, when as yet there was no to dd 
it: and a Cheſt was removed from place t 
place,no hand touching it. Their Keys being 
ried together, one was taken from the reſt & 
the remaining two would fly about making z 
loud noiſe by knocking againſt each other, 
But the greateſt part of this Devils feats were 
his miſchievous ones, wherein mdeed he ws 
ſometimes Antick enough too, and theren 
the clnef ſufferers were, the Man and bs 
Wife, and his Grand-Son.- The Man e 
cially had his ſhare in theſe Diabolical M 
ſtations. For one vyhile they could not ea 

their Suppers quietly, but had the Aſhes on the 
- Hearth ns their eyes thrown into ther 
Vidtuals; yea, and upon thetr heads and 
Clothes, infomuch that they were forced 
into their Chamber, and yet they had no 
there ; for one of the Man's Shoes bez 
left below, 'twas filled vvith Aſhes and Coal, 
and throvvn up afterthem. Their Light ws 
'beaten out, and they being laid in their Bed 
with their little Boy bervveen them, a 
ſtone (from the Floor of the Loft) rela 
aboyc three pounds yvas throyyn vpon

' On another day, when they were Win- 
nowing of Barley, ſome hard dirt was 
rown 1n, hitting the Man on the Head, 
and both the Man and his Wife on the backs; 
nd when they had miade themſelves cican, 
ellayedto fill ther halt Buſhel' bur the 
Corn was 1n {pite of them often caſt un 
amongſt the clean, and the Man being ci- 
vers times thus abuſed was forced to give 0- 
er what he was about. - | 
"Pa favury 23 (in particular) the Mar 
L -- has 
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had an iron Pin twice thrown at him, and hy 
Inkhorn was taken away from him while he 
was writing, and when by - all his ſcekingt 
he could not find it, at laſt he faw it divy 
out of the Air, down by the fre : a piece of 
Leather was twice thrown at him ; anda ſhoe 
was laid upon his ſhoulder, which he catchung 
at, was ſddenly rapt from him. An hand 
ful of Aſhes was thrown at his face, and up- 
on his clothes : and the ſhoes was then clayt 
upon his head, and upon it he clapt his hand, 
holding it ſo faſt, that ſomewhat unſcen pul- 
led him with it backward on the floor. 

On the next day at night, as they were 
going to Bed, a loſt Ladder was thrown + 
gainſt the Door, and their Light put out;

with an heavy pair of Leather Breeches, and 
pull'd by the Hair of his Head and Beard,

brought, and put into his back, but pulled out 
by the Spectators ; only one knife which was 
mifling {cemed to the ſtanders by to come 
out of his Mouth : he was bidden to read 
his Book, was taken and thrown about ſcve- 
ral times, at laſt hitting the Boys Grandmo- 
ther on the head. Another time he was 
thruſt out of his Chair and rolled up and 
down with out crics, that all things were on 
fire; yea, he was three times very dangeroul- 
ly throwninto the hre, and preſerved by his 
Friends with much ado.

And once the Man was diſcernas 
bly beaten by a Fiſt, and! an Hand got hold 
of his Wriſt which he ſaw, but could not 
catch ; and the likeneſs of a Blackmore 
Child did appear from under the Rugg and 
Blanket, where the Man lay, and it would 
riſe up,fall down,nod & lip under the clothes 
when they endeavoured to claſp it, never 
ſpeaking any thing. 

Neither were there many Words ſpoken 
by Satan all this time, only once having put 
out their Light, they heard a ſcraping on the 
Boards, and then a Piping and Drumming 
on them, which was followed with a Voce, 
fingin Revenge !

Thus far is the Relation concerning the 
Demon at William Mor(e lis Houſe in Newbery. 
The true Reaſon of theſe ſtrange ditturban- 
ves 15as yet not certainly known: fome ( as 
has been hinted ) did ſuſpect Morſe's Wite to 
tk guilty of Witchcraft. 

One of the Neighbours took Apples which 
re brought out of that houſe and putthem 
nto the fre 3 upon which they lay, their hou- 
ks were much diſturbed. Another of the 
Neighbours, cauſed an Horſe-ſhoe te be nail- 
ed before the doors, & as long as it remained 
lo, they could not perſwade the ſulpected' 
xrlon to go into the koule; bur when the 
Horle-ſhoe was gone, ſhe preſently vihted 
hem. I ſhall nor here inlarge upon the va- 
wty and ſuperſtition of thote Experiments, 
elerving that for another place : All that [ 
hall ſay at preſent is, that the Demons whon 
as blind Genriles of old worſhipped, told 
ar Servants, that ſuch things as thelc 
noald very much affect them ; yea, and that 
&tau Characters, Signs and Charms would 
| render 
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render their power ineffectual ; and accor'], 


dingly they would become ſubject, when ther 
own directions were obeved. It 1s ſport to 
the Devils when they ſee tilly Men thus de- 


Iuded and made fools of by them. . Others |; 


were apt tothink that a Seaman by ſome ſu- 
ſpeed eo be a Conyurer, ſet the Devii on 
work thus to dilquiet Adorſe's Faruly. Or i 
may be ſome other thing as yet kept hid in ths 
ſecrers of providence might be the true onge 
nal of all this Trouble. - 

A Diſturbance not much vinlike to this 
hapned above twenty years ago, at an houſe 
in Tedwerth, in the County of Wilts 1n Ex 
gland, which was by wile men judged to pro- 
ceed from Conyuration.

then Nicholas Deſborcugh of Hartford in News

the Window, fomerrmes down the Chimney, 
at other times they ſeemed to fall from the 
floor of the Chamber, which yet was very 
cloſe ; ſometimes he met with them im 'his 
Shop, the Yard, the Barn, and in the Field at 
work.

a(cribed unto natural cauſes. Amongſt ma- 
ny others, the Learned Y.etius ( im diſp. de 
operationibus Demunum ) has (ufficiently refu- 
ted them. And as the experience of other 
ages and places of the Wo:1d ; fo the things 
which divine providence hath permitted and 
ordered to come $0 pals amongſt our ſera 
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{ if the Scriptures were filent ) make it ma- 
nifeſt bevond all contradiction, that there are 
Devils infeihng this lower World. Moft 
true 1t is, that Satan and all his wicked An- 

els are limited by the providence of God-: 
h as that they cannot hurt any Manor Crea- 
ture, much leſs any Servant of his, withouta 
Commutbon from him, whoſe Kingdom 15 0- 
ver all. It s a memorable Paſſage, which 
Chytreus relateth concerning Luther, that 
a he was ſought after by his m_ and 
Implacable Enennes ( being then had by the

vertheleſs, the Lord doth for wile and 4 
ends, ſometimes lengthen the, Chain whu 
the infernal Lions are bound faſt in. Andas 
there are many tremendous Inſtances con- 
frming the Truth hereof, fo that of Satan's 
taking bodily polſeflion of Men, 1s none of 
the leaſt. Somerimes indeed it 1s very hard 
to diſcern between natural Diſeaſes and Sa- 
ranical Poſleflions ; ſo as that perſons really 
efled have been thought to be only mo- 
eſted with ſome natural Diſeaſe, without any 
ſpecial 
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ſpecial finger of the Evil Spirit therein. Fer- 
'nelius ( de abditis rerum cauſis, T1b.2. Cap.16.) 
ſpeaketh of a certain young Gentleman, that 
-was taken with ſtrange Convulfions, whuch 
did ſurprize him at leaſt ten times in a day. 
-In his Fits he had the uſe of his Speech and 
[Reaſon free. Otherwiſe his Diſeaſe would 
-have been judged no other than an on—_ 
Epileoy Much means was uſed by skil- 
-fal Phyſitians for his relief, but without ſucce(s 
for three Moneths together ; when all on a 
ſudden, a Demon began to ſpeak out of the 
-maſcrable Patient; and that with not only 
'Latin but Greek Sentences, which the aftl- 
&ed himſelf had no knowledge of ; 
-and the Demon diſcovered many lecrets 
of the Phyſitians and of other ns that 
-attended, deriding them for their vain at- 
-temprs to.cure a Man whom he had the pof- 
ſeflion of. There are ſundry Authors (in 
ſpecial Be/duinus m his Caſes of Conſcience, 
- and Derre/n his Hiſtory of the ſeven poſlel- 
ſed perſons in Lancaſhire ) who have endea-

There are who conceive ( and that as they 
ſuppoſe upon Scripture grounds: ) that Men 
may poſlibly be Demoniacal, when none of 
thole mentioned particulars can be affirmed 
of them. The Excellently learned and judi- 
cious Mr. Mede, 1s of Opinion, that the De- 
moniacks whom we read fo frequently of in 
the New-Teſtament, were the ſame with Epi- 
lepticks, Lunaticks, and Mad Men. The Turks 
at thus day hays theur Mad men ug great vene-

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ration, ſuppoſing them to be acted by a ſpirit, | 
but they ( 1n that being themſelves mad) take | 


It to be a good when as 'tis an evil ſpirit that 
does operate in ſuch perſons. And that the 
Fews of old did look upon Maniacks to be 
poſſeſſed with an evil Spirit, 1s evident from 
. that expreſſion of theirs, Foh.10.20. He hath 
'# Devil andis Mad, Moreover, we read of 
one, Mat. 17.15. that was Lunatick, and did 
oft fall into the fire, and oft into the water. Now 
that this Lunatick perſon was a Demoniack 
s clear from wer. 18. where tis ſaid, that Fe 
ſus rebuked the Devil and he departed out of him, 
And of the ſame perſon tis ſaid, in Luk.9.39 
A Spirit taketh him and teareth him. Son Beza 
and Heinſius, in Mat.8.16. & 19. 15. It has 
been commonly ſaid that in Chriſts tme more 
perſons were poſſeſſed with evil Spinits than 
ever was known before or fince ; bur if that 
were ſo, the Fews, and probably ſome Hiſteri- 
ans would have noted it as a thing ſtrange 
and extraordinary ; whenas we read of no 
{uch obſervation to be made on thoſe times. 
And faith Mr. Mede, ( in his Difcourſe on 
Fobn 10.20.) If thoſe poſſeſſed Perſons were nt 
ſuch as we now adayes conceive tobe ne other than 
"Mad men, the World muſt be ſuppoſed to be well 
rid of Devils, which for my part I believe it is 
not. There 15 in ſpecial, a fort of Melanch 
madg- 
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madneſs, which 1s called Lycanthropia, or Lu- 
pina Inſanla, he. When Men imagine them- 
ſelves to be turned into Wolves or other 
Beaſts. Hippocrates relates concerning the 
Daughters of King Prer«s, that they thought 
themſelves Kine. Wierus ( de preſtigits De- 
monum, L.3.C. 21.) ſpeaketh of one in Pa- 
dua,that would nor believe to the contrary 
but that he was a Wolf: and of a Spaniard, 
who thought himſelf a Bear. Emuwichms (and 
from him Heoreſtus) writeth of a Man that 
was found 1n a Barn under the Hay, howlin 
and faying he was a Wolf. The fool 
Ruſticks, who ſurprized him, began to flay 
himF that ſo they might ſee if he had noe 
hair growing on the in{ide of his skin., Fo- 
reſtus has many inſtances to this purpoſe. 
Heurnius (aith, that it 1s a Difeaſe frequent in 
Bobemia and Hungaria, No doubt but this 
Diſeaſe gave occation toPlinys Aſſertion,that 
ſome Men in his time were turned into 
Wolves, and from Wolves into Men again. 
Hence was Ovid's Fable of Lycaon, and the 
Tale of Pauſanias, being ten years a Wolf; 
and then a Man again. He that would fee 
more initances, may read Auſtin de civ. Dei. 
L.18. C.5. Burton of Melancholly. Pag. g. 
They that are ſubje& unto this Malady, for

And that ſuch perſons are moleſted with a 
Demcn 1s evident from Luk 8.27, with Mark.

There are that acknowledge the exiſtence 
of Spirits, and that the Bodies of men are 
ſometimes really poſleſſed thereby; who ne- 
vertheleſs will not beheve there are any ſuch 
woful creatures in rerum naturd, as Witches, 
or perſons confoederate with the Devil. I 
have read of a famous Wizard, whole Name 
was William de Lure, that after he had 1a- 
boured much in oppoſing their Opinion, 
who think that there are Men on Earth joyn- 
ed in an explicit confaederacy with the fhiends 
of Hell, was himſelf convited and condem- 
ned for that crime which he deſigned to 
make the World believe that no Man was 
or could be guilty of. I ſhall not ſuſpeR all 
thoſe as guilty of Witchcraft, nor yet of He- 
refie, who call the received Opinion about 
Witches into queſtion. There are four or 
five Engliſh Writers, viz. Mr. Scot, Ady, and 
of late Wagſtaff and Webſter, and another 
Anonymous Author ; who do with great

Irs alſo true, that the 
World is full of Fabulous Stories concermin 

ſome kind of Famuliarities with the Devi 

and things done by his help, which are be- 
yond the power of Creatures to accompliſh. 
What Fables are there concerning Incubi and 
Suecube, and of Men begotten by Damon: ? 
No doubt but the Devil may delude the fancy 
that ong of hs Vaſlals ſhall think (ws 
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Watch at Hartford did) that he has carnal 


and curſed Communion with them, beyond 
what 15 real. Nor 15 1t impoſlible for him to 
allume a dead Bodv, or to form a lifeleſs one 
qutof the Elements, and therewith to make 
his Witches become guilty of Sodomy. Auſtin 
ſaith, they arermpudent who deny this. Burt 
to imagine that Spirits ſhall really generate 
Bodies, 1s irrational. I amnot ignorant, that 
that there have been Men in the World (more 
than one or two) pretended to be thus 
begotten and born. Thus doth Nizderius af- 
firm concerning all the old Inhabitants of the 
Iſle of Cyprus. The like has been reported 
concerning Art#urus, and concerning our 
Britiſh Merlin, Yea, the Gentiles believed that 
Homer, A meas, Hercules, and others were be- 
gotten by Demons ; whom thereupon they 
eſteemed as Semide:. And Olympia s the Mo- 
ther of Alexander the Great, ſuppoſed her 
ſelf to be with Child by Fupiter Hammon, 
When her Husband King Philip of Macedon 
was ablent from her, Net#anzebus ( an E- 
ptian Prince and a great Magician ) ſent 
= word that Fupiter would embrace her,and 
that he would come to her ſuch a night in 
the form of a Dragon ; at the time appoin- 
ted Ne#anebus himlelf by his Magical impo- 
tures made Olympias believe that a Dragon 
Was 
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was.int the- room, and 'ſo did himſelf do that 
which the 'deluded Queen theught 'Fapirer 
had-done. I doubt not but that Merlin and 
others imagined'to'come 1hto the World not” 
in the uſual way, were the Sons of Demons 
juſtas Alexander was. It has been a teceived 
maxim, that though the Devil -may by his 
Art produce Inſet and Verinim ( to the ge- 
neration whereof a ſeminal vertue 15 not al- 
wayes yurees {; yet he cannot bring forth 
a perfett animal. ' How theti- is it confiſtent: 
with reaſon, that he ſhould "produce a reaF 
Man, who 1s of all Animals themoſt perte&, 
and noble ? _ It 1s alſo. extreamly Fabulous, 
that Witches can transform themſelves or o= 
thers into another ſort of Creatures, e.g. in-' 
to Horſes, Wolves, Cats, Mice, &c. Carmini=. 
bus Circe ſocios mute vit Ulyſſis. A' blind Hea- 
thenſh phanſie © And yet! Stories of this 
nature have been generally: 'belzeved ; and F 
have not. without wonderment ſeen grave 
Authors: relating them, as if the things had 
been really fo;' Bur-it s beyond the power 
of all the Devils in Hell to cauſeſuch a rranſ- 
formation ; they canno more dok than 
can be'the Authors of a true Miracle” ( ſee 
Horſtins Inſt. Med. Dilp. 3. Exercit.g. Queſt.g.) 
Though I deny nor bur chat. the Devil may

muted 1nto Beaſts, :Sennertus: ( in Pratt. 
Med.L.6. Part 9. Cap. 5, ) reports that a No- 
ble Perſon, and one worthy of credit, gave 
him an account of a ſtrange paſſage to this 
purpoſe, which himſelf was:-patticularly ac- 
quainted with. _ The Story: 1s this ; 

A certain Woman, being in Priſon on ſuſpi- 
cion for Witchcraft; prerending to be able 
to turn her ſelf into a Wolf, the Magiſtrate 
before whom ſhe was brought ſed her, 
that ſhe ſhould not be'put i caſe 
the would then n. his preſence ſo transform 
her ſelf. Which ſhe readily conſented unto. 
Accordingly ſhe anointed her head, neck and 
arm-pus ; immediately upon which ſhe fell 
into a moſt profound ſleep, for three hours ; 
after which ſhe {uddenly roſe up, declaring 
that ſhe had been a, into a Wolf, and 
been at a place ſome miles diſtane, and there 
killed firſt a Sheep, and then a Cow; the 
Magiſtrate preſently ſent to the place ; and 
found that firſt a ſheep and then a Cow had 
there-been lalled.  Wierus and Baptifta Porta 
have divers Stories to the fame purpoſe. It 
3s then evident, that the Devil humſelt did 
that-miſchiet, and 1n the mean time the Wit- 
cles who were:caſt into 1o profound a ſleep 
by- him, as that they could nat by any noilcs 

or 
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br blows be awakened, had their Phanſics 
impoſed upon by Dreams and Deluſions ac< 
cording to the pleaſu:e of their Maſter Saran. 
It muſt moreover, be ſadly confelled, that 
many innocent perſons have been put to 
death under the nonon of Witch-craft, where- 
by much innocent blood hath been ſhed. 
Eſpecially it hath been fo in Popiſh times and. 
places. Superſtitious and Many wayes of 
trving Witches have been a bloody cauſe 
bf thoſe Murders, Sometunes Per-

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Archer d1d | wiſely admoniſh the Jury, that 
they were not 1n the leaſt meaſure to guid 
their Verdict by thar, fince it was no legal e- 
vidence. The Author of the Advertiſement 
to Mr. Glawuil's Relations (P.171.) faith that 
his curioſity led him to examine certain Wit- 
hes at the Caſtle in Cambridge, and that the 
moſt notorious Witch of them all pleaded 
that ſhe was no Witch, becauſe ſhe was able 
to lay the Lords Prayer and the Creed, and 
though. ſhe was out 1n repeating the Creed, ſhe 
daid ho Lords Prayer right. But from fuch 
confiderations as thoſe which have been men- 
noned, Wierus and ſome others not Atheiſts 
but perſonsof worth, have «& aptreras avdorung 
Fun mto anextream on the other hand, ſoas 
© queſtion whether there were- any perſons 
really confeederate with the infernal ſpirits. 
Nevertheleſs, that there have been ſuch, the 
following-Arguments do' manifeſt. 

I. The Argument by many inſtſted on 
from the Scriptures 1s.urefragabte. Therein 
Witch-crafts are forbidden. And we often 
read 1n the Scripture of Metaphorical Be- 
witchings, Nabum 3 + Gal, 3. 1. which Sunt- 
Inudes are undoubtedly-takea from things 
_ Raye real exiſtence n rerum naturd, 
;Yea, the. Scripture makes particular mention 
pf many chat led doe cured Ars and Fu 
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miliarities with the Devul, e. g. Famnes, and, 


Fambres, Balaam, Manaſſeh, Simon, Elymas, 
Nor 15 the Relation which the Scripture gt 
yeth of ' rhe Witch of Endor, and the reaſons 
from thence deduced, to prove the being of 
Witches, ſufliciently confuted by any of our 
late Witch-Advocate:, Though (as one {peak- 
et) ſome men to elude the Argument from 
that inſtance, play more Hocus-Poces tricks ins 
the Explication of that paſſage than the Witch. 
ber ſelf did in the raiſing deceaſed Samuel. It. 
5a poor evaſion in hoſe who think to e=. 
(cape. the dint of this Argument, by pretend- 
ing that the Witches and Familiar Spirits ſpo- 
ken,ot in the Scripture, were onl Tuglers, 
or men that by Legerdemain would do ſtrange 
feats of activity. The Divine Law requires 
that ſuch Witches ſhould be cut off by the 
Sword of Juſtice ; which may not be affirm- 
ed of every one that ſhall without any con- 
federacy with the Devil play tricks of Le- 
gerdemain. 

-2. Experience has too ofren made it ma- 
nifeſt thatthere are tuch 1n the World as hold 
aco r:{pond:nce with Hell. There have bur 
\ wolge Wrzards; yea luch as have' taught 0» 

ers what Ceremonies they are to uſe in 
maintaining communion with Devils. Tri 
themius bus Book de ſeptem Intelligeniijs, and 

—_ | Core 
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Cornelius Agrippa's Bopks of occult Philoſo- 
phy, wherein too much of theſe nefandous 
abominations 15 deſcribed, are frequently in 
the hands of men. Several other Books there 
are extant, which do profeſſedly teach the 
way of Familiarity with Demons. The 
Titles whereof, as alſo the Names of the An- 
thors thar have publiſhed them, I defignedly 
forbear to mention, leſt haply any one into 
whoſe hands this Diſcourſe may come;thould 
one of wicked curioſity ſeek after them ta 
the ruine of his ſoul. There are famous Hi- 
ſtores of ſeveral, who had their Paredri or 
Familiar Spirits, ſome in one likeneſs, ſonien 
another, conſtantly attending them. Thus 
had Apollon:us, Thyaneus of. old. And of 
Hater tunmes Mich. Scot, and Foſephus Niger, 
Likewiſe Cardarins ( de ſubtilitate,- Lib. 19. P. 
963. ) writeth, that his own Father had ſuch 
a Fair for thirty vears together. So had 
Chri/toph:r Waganeer a Famihar inthe form of 
an Ape for ſeven years attending him z fo 
had Tu pardus, which twe were at laſt carfied 
awav Body and Soul by the Devil; unto 
whoſe ſervice they had devoted their lives. 
There is alfo a tiue ( as well as a Romantick) 
Story of Fauftus, The excellent Camera- 
73, 1n hisHer ſubſcerve Cent. 1. Cap.70. rc- 
ueth ſirange things of Jum, which be roces: 
* ; Vo 
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ved from thoſe who knew: Fauſftus, and werk 
Fy-witnefles of his Magical and Diabolical 
Impoſtures : He alfo had a familiar Devil 
inform of a Monk accompanying of him 
for the (pace of twenty four years. Houſdor- 
fus, and Loniter ad 2 Prixc. P. 167. ſpeak of 
Fauſtus, Melantthon declares that he knew the 
Man: ſo that N##4eus is tobe convinced. of vas 
nity, in denying that ever there was ſuch i 
Perſon 1n the World. In a word, it is a thing 
known, that "there have been Men - who 
would 4&ifcontle m Languages, and reaſon ng- 
4ably about Sciences which they never leamn- 
ed ; who have: revealed Secrets, diſcovered 
tidden Treaſures, told whither ſtolen Goods 
have been conveyed, and by whom; and thar 
have cauſed Brut Creatures, nay Statues or 
Images to ſpeak, and give rational Anſwers. 
The Fews Teraphims oftentimes did ſo: wide 
R. Sol. Farchi in Hoſ.3.4 . Selden de diis ſyriis. 
Part 1.Cap.2. Thom. contra gentes Lib. 3. Cap. 
104. Such things as theſe cannot be done 
by the help of meer natural cauſes. Ir muſt 
needs be then, that the pradtifers of them are 
in confaederacy with Satan. 

3- There have been many in the World, 
who have upon conviction confeſſed them- 
ſelves guilty of Familiarity with the Devil. 
A mulenude of Inftances this way are men- 
| N 4 tioned 
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nioned by Bodinus,. Codronchus,: Delrio, fac» 
querius, Remigius, and others. , Some in this 
Countrey have affirmed, that they. knew a 
1n. another part of the World, above 
fifty years ago, who having an ambitious de- 
dre to be thought a wiſe man; whuleſt he was 
zormented with the.Itch of his wicked Amby- 
tion, the Devil came to him, with promuſes 
that he ſhould quickly be 1n great reputation 
for his wiſdom,1n caſe he would make a cove- 
mant with him; the conditions whereof were, 
that when Men. came to him for his counſel, 
he ſhould labour to perſwade them that there 
25 no God, nor Devil, nor Heaven, nor Hell; 
and thatſuch a term of years being expired, 
the Devil ſhould have his Soul. The Arricles 
were conſented to. The Man continuing 
after this to be of a very civil Converſation, 
doing hurt to none, but good to.many ; and 
by degrees began to have- a Name to be a

porian of extraordinary ſagacity, . and was

ught unto far .and near for counſel, his 
Words being eſteemed Oracles by the vulgar. 
And he did according to his Covenant upon 
all occaſions ſecretly difſenunate Principles 
of Atheiſm, ngt being lulpeied for a Wi 
Zard.

And every 
Age does produce new Examples of thoſe 
that have by their own confeflion made- the 
hke curſed Covenants with the Prince of 
Darkneſs. | 
In the Year 1664, Several who were In 
dited at the Aſfizes held at Taunton in So- 
merſetſhire, confelled that they had made an 
Export Leagne with the Devil, and that he 
d&id Baptiſe Pictures of Wax with Oyl, gt- 
ving them the Names of thoſe perſons they 
did intend nuſchief unto. 
Anno, 1678. One Fobn Stuart, and hs 
Siſter Annabil Stuart, at the Aﬀizes held ar 
Payſley in Scotland, contelled that they had 
been 1n confaederacy with the Devil ; and 
that they had made an Image of Wax, cal- 
lng x by the name of Sr. George Maxwel, 
ſtickmg Pins 1a the tides and on the breaſt of 
it.

It is a vain 
ng, for the Patrons of Witches to think 
that they can Sham off this Argument, by 
fſnaggeſting that theſe Confeffions did pro- 
ceed from the deluded imaginations of Mad 
and Melancholly *perſons. Some of th#m 
were as free from diftemperature in their 
Brains, as their Netghbours. That divers 
Executed for Witches: have acknowledged 
things againſt themſelves which were never 
ſo, I neither doubt or deny.

I 
fully concur with a paſſage which I find, mn 
Worthy Dr. Owen's late excellent Diſcourſe 
about the work of the Spint in Prayer ( Page 
202.) where he has theſe words: We find 
by experience that [ome have had-their Imagind- 
tions ſo fixed on things evil and nexious by j atth 
wical Deluſions, that they have confelſed againſt 
themſelves things and crimes that have rendred 
them obnoxious to Capital Puniſhment, whereof 
they were never really and attually guilty. 
This notwithſtanding, that Pertons whoſe 
Judgement and Reaſon has been free from 
di[turbance by any Diſeaſe, ſhould not only 
voluntarily acknowledge their being 1n curs 
ſed Famuliarities with Satan, but mention the 
particular circumſtances of thoſe Tranſat 
ons, and give ocular demonſtration of the 
truth of what they ſay, by dilcovering the 
Stigmatq made upon their bodies, by the De- 
vils hand : and that when more than one or 
two have been examined apart, they ſhould 
agree inthe circumſtances of their Relations, 
and yet that all this ſhould bethe meer effe&t 
of Meclancholly or Phrenfie, cannot without 
offering violence to Reaſon and common

ſo many times they are the cauſes of thoſe 
ſtrange diſturbances which are in houſes 
haunted by Evil Sprits, ſuch as thoſe menti- 
oned 1n the former Chapter. Inſtances con- 
cerning this may be ſeen in Mr. Glanwils Cols 
dections, = rp with the continuation there- 
'of ; publiſhed the laſt year by the Learned 
Dr. Henry More. Sometimes providence per- 
muts the Devil himſelf ( without the uſe of In- 
ſtruments ) to. moleſt the houſes of ſome as 
a. punyhment for fin commutted, Moſt com- 
monly either for the fin of Murder. Plutarch 
writes that the Houſe of Puſanias was haun- 
ted by an evil ſpirit after he had Murdered 
his Wife. Many lke Inſtances have been 
reported and recorded by credible Authors, 
Or elle for the fin of Theft. As for Walter 
the Quaker of Portſmouth, whoſe Houſe has 
been ſo ſtrangely troubled, he ſuſpe&s that 
one of his dagbhonr has cauſed it by witch- 
craft, ſhe (being a: Widow-woman) chargeth 
bim with injuſtice in detaining ſome Land 
from her. Ir 15 none of my work to reflet 
upon the Man, nor will I do it ; only if there 
be any late or old guilt upon his Conſcience 
it concerns hura by Contefſion and Repen- 
tance to give Glory to that God, who 15 able 
in ſtrange wayes to diſcover the {ins of Men.

e writeth concerning it : 


© Arno Chriſti 1659. There was at Bright- 
* ling an amazing Providence, containing ma- 
* ny ſtrange paſlages. A wonderful hand of * 
* God, by what [Inſtrument or Inſtruments 
* ſoever; which was, a fire ſtrangely kindled, 
* which burnt down a Mans houle, and after- 


\ © wards kindled in another,to which the mans 


* Goods were carried, and to which, himſelf, 
© and hus Wife, and his Servant Girl were re- 
* moved ; and ſeveral things were thrown by 
* an inviſible hand, powertully convincing, 
* and thereby diſcoveringthe Hypocritie and 
©Theft of the Man, andfora warning to 0- 
©thers to take heed of the like. 

* November 7. Inthe Evening. The fire 
* firſt kindled in this Man's Milk-houſe, and 
* November g. there was duſt thrown' upon 
this Man and his Wife, as they lay in bed

De' La Cerds 
ſpeaketh of a Crow, that did diſcourſe rats 
onally ; undoubtedly, it was ated by a Cace 
Demon: Some write of Achilles his Horle, 
and that Simon Magus had a Dog that would 
Diſcourſe with him ; yea, it 1s ſtoried con- 
cerning the River Cauſus, and the Keel of 
Ship Argus ; and of many Statues, that they 
have been heard ſpeaking. 'The Image of 
Memmen in «Agypt, as the riſing Sun fſhined 
upon its Mouth began to ſpeak. The Image 
of Juno Moneta, being asked if ſhe would 
removed to Rome : Replicd, that ſhe would, 
The Imageof Fortune being ſet up, ſaid rite 
ae conſacraſtis. Valer. Maxim. Lib. 1 Capult. 
A Gyn poi in Ethiopia cauſed an Elm with 
a low and ſoft voice to ſalute Apollonius. Such 
things muſt needs be the operation of Cace 
Demons. The hike is to be concluded, when 
any ſhall utter themſelves in Languages which 
they were never learned. It 1s not they but 
a Spirit which ſpeaketh in them. The No- 
ble Man whom Fernelius writeth of, was firſt 
known to be poſleſled by a Demcn, inaſmuch 
as many Sentences uttered by him were 
Greek, 1n which Language the Difſealcd per- 
ſon had no knowledge. A Maid in Frank

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when in her Fits, ſhe could ſpeak the High 
Dutch Language perfe&tly, though ſhe never 
learned un. Manlius wruteth of a poſleſled 
Woman, wha uſed to ſpeak Latin, and Greek 
to the admuration of all that heard it. 

I remember an Honourable Gentleman 
told me, that when he was at Somers 1n France 
a Woman there was poſſeſſed with a Devil; 
many Learned Divines, both Proteſtants and 
Papiits diſcourſing with her ; ſhe would rea- 
dily anſwer them, not only in the French 
Tongue, but in Latin, Greek or Hebrew. But 
when one Mr. Duncan, after he had Diſcour- 
ſed and received Anſwers in more learned 
Languages, ſpake to her in the Briciſhtongue, 


the Demon made no Reply; which occaſt- 
oned great wonderment, and too much ſport- 
1ng about a ſad and ſerious matter.

A* yet no place, nor any perſon in New- 
England ( excepting the Inſtances be- 
fore mentioned) have been troubled with 
Aparitions : Some -1ndeed have given 
out, that I know not what Spettres were {cen 
by them 3 but upon enquuy, I cannot find 
that there was any thing therein, more than 
Phanhe, and frightful Apprehentions with- 
out ſufficient ground. Nevertheleſs, that 
Spirits have ſometimes really ( as well as 1ma- 
gunarily ) appeared to Mortals uw the World,

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s-amonegſt ſober Men beyond controverſie. 
And that ſuch things were of old taken no» 
uce of, we may rationally conclude from 
that Scripture, Luk. 24. 37. where ut 5 ſaid, 
that the Diſciples were terrified and affrighted, 
and ſuppoſed that they hal ſeen a Spirit. It s 
blervable, that ſuch frighttul Spectres do moſt 
| ne ſhew themlelves in places where 
the light of the Goſpel - hath not JE 
Some have propounded 1t as a queſtion-wor- 
thy the inquiring into; What ſhould be the 
reaſon that Demons did ordinarily 1nfeſt the 
Genules of old, as alſo the Eaſt and Weſt In- 
dians of later times, and that Poptſh Couns 
tries are ſtill commonly and grievoully mo». 
leſted by them; but in England, and Scotland, 
and in the united Provinces, and 1n all Lands 
where the Reformed Religion hath taken 
place, ſuch things are more rare. Popiſh An- 
thors do acknowledge that as to matter 
fact 1t 15 really thus ; and the reaſon which. 
ſome of them aſlign for 1t, 1s, that the Devils: 
are {o ſure of chew Intereſt um Heret ical Nas 
tions, as that they pals over them, and come: 
& molzſt Papiſts, whom they are moſt afraid 
of lofing. But they ſhould rather have at- 
tributed 1t to the Light of the Goſpel, and the 
power of Chriſt going along therewith. 
Fuſtin Martyr, Tertw/lian, and others Tag 
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that upon the firſt promulgation of the Gos & 
ſpel, thoſe Diabolical Oracles, whereby Satan 7 
had mnuſerably deceived the Nations, were fi- h 


lenced; um which reſpe& the Word of Chriſt 
Luk.10.17. was wonderfully fulfilled. The - 
hke may be ſaid as to Proteſtant being leſs im- [ 
poſed upon then Popjſh Nations, by deceitful 1, 
Demons.

ſo ſpoken, he vaniſhed out of fight. Me- 
dancthon returning into the room, recounted 
the words of this ſtrange Monitor ; where- 
upon Grj2us inſtantly departed; an he had 
no ſooner Boatcd himſelf upon the Rhine, but 
Officers came to lay hold of him. Thus Sto- 
ry 15 mentioned by Melantthon 1n his Com- 
mentary upon Daniel, And he concludeth 
that the Man who had appeared to him was 
indeed an Angel, ſent in order to Grynews his 
being delivered from the bloody hands of 
them that ſought his life. Many Inſtances like 
to this I could mention. Burl ſhall only take 
notice of a ſtrange providence which came to 
paſs of late years; the particulars whereof 
are known to ſome who I ſuppole may be 
ſtill living.

Alſo he told him that afrerhis ſtrength 
was ſomewhat recovered, he ſhould change 
the Air, and go three or four Miles oft; and 
that within a Moneth he ſhould find that the 
Clothes which he had on his Back would 
then be too ſtrait for him: Having ſpoken 
thele things, he again charged Samuel Wallas

"a, | Wallas asked him, if he would eat any thing? 
1a; Þ unto whom he anſwered, No Friend, the Lord - 
nat Þ Chriſt is ſifficient for me: Seldom do I 
nr | drink any thing but what cometh from the 
Of | Rock. So withing the Lord of Heaven t6 
Ir | be with him, he departed. Samuel Wallas 
ang faw him go out of the door, and went toſhut 


the door after him, at which he returned half 
way into the Entry again, ſaying Friend, Re- 
member what I have ſaid to you, and do it, but 
#bove all fear God, and ſerve him, Wallas be- 
held the Man pafling in the Street, but none 
elſe obſerved him, though ſome were then 
ſtanding 1n the doors oppoſite to Wallas his 
Houſe. And although * Rained when this 
Grave Perlon.came uno the Houle, and het 

one 
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done fo all that day, yet he had not one fpot 
of wet or dirt upon him. Wallas followed 
the Direthons preſcribed, and was reſtored to 
his Health within thedayes mentioned. The 
Fams of this ſtrange Providence being not 
ſed abroad, ſundry Miniſters met at Stam 
Ford, to conſider and conſult about it, who 
concluded that this cure was wrought by a 
good Angel, ſent from Heaven upon that Er- 
rand. However it 15 not unpoſlible, butthat 
Holy Angels may appear, and viſibly converſe 
with ſome. Yet for any todetire ſuch a thing 
15 unwarrantable, and exceeding dangerous, 
For thereby ſome have :been impoſed upon 
by wicked Demons, who know how to trank 
form themſelves into Angels of Light. 
Bodinus hath a ſtrange Relation of a Matt 
that prayed much for the afliſtance of an An- 
gel; and after that for above thurty years tos 
gether, he thought his projer was heard; be 
ing often admoniſhed of his Errors by a Cz 
leſtial Monitor, as he apprehended,who once 
appeared vilibly 1n the torm of a Child ; 6 
Grenbide in an orb of Light. Would ſomes 
times ſpeak to him when he ſaw "_Y 
Yet ſome fear that this Spirit which he t 


to be his good Genius wasa ſubtle Cacod mon, 
Plato writeth concerning Socrates, that he 
had a good Genius attending hump, which 


wouh 
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would ſtill admoniſh him if he were about 
to do any thing that would prove ill or un+ 


happy. 

The Story of the Familiariry which was 
between Dr. Dee and Keller, with the Spirits 
which uſed to appear to them, 1s famouſly 
known. Thoſe Demons would pretend to 
diſcover rare Myſteries to them, and at times 
would give them good Advices in many things, 
ſ that they verily thought they had had ex» 
traordinary communion with Holy Angels 
whenas 1t 1s certain they were decered by 
ſubtile and unclean Devils, fince the Spirits 
they converſed with, did at laſt adviſe ther 
to break the ſeventh Commandment of the 
Moral Law. Satan to infinuate himſelf and 
carry on a wicked deſign, will ſomerimes 
ſeem to perſwade Men unto great Ads of 
Piery. 

Remigius ( and from him others ) writs 
of a young Manwhole Name was Theodore 
Maillot, unto whom a Demon appearing, ad 
EB viſed him to reform his life, ro abſtain from 

Drunkenneſs, Thefts, Uncleannels, and the 
like evils; and to Fait twice a Week, to be 
conſtant in attendance upon publick Wor- 
ſip, and to be very charitable to the Poor. 

The like pious Advice did another Damon 
follow a certain wenn with, unto whom he 
EY ap 
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Could a good Angel have give 
better Counſel ? but this was Satans policy, 
hoping that thereby he ſhould have gained a 
1 take filly Souls alive 1n his crue 
Snare. e as Thieves upon the Road wil 
ſometimes enter into Religious Diſcourls, 

t ſo their fellow-Travellers may have goot 
zoughts of them, and be the more cafih 
Gilporled by them. And as the evil Spur 
will [peak good Words, fo doth he ſomeruns 
appear 1n the likeneſs of good Men, to th: 
end that he may the more effecually decers 
and delude all ſuch as ſhall be fo unhappy s 
to entertain converſes with him. No doutt 
butthat he knows how to transform humſcl 
into the ſhape of not only an ordinary Saint, 
but of an Apoſtle, or holy Prophet of God, 
2 Cor.11.13,14. This we may gather 
the ſacred Hiſtory of dead Samue!'s appear 
ing tO Sau/. Some are of Opinion that rea 
Samuel (pake to Saul, his Soul being by Ms

Burt I 
dare not believe that the Holy God, or the 
true Samuel would ſeem fo far to countenance 
Necromancie or P{ycomancy'as this would bg, 
ſhoald the Soul of Samuel really return 1to 
the World, when a Witch called for ham, 
Saul achring that it might be ſo. This Opt 
mon eſtablifheth Necromancy, the main Prin- 
cipal upon whach that curſed and lving Art 1s 
buiit, being this, that 1t1s poſſible for men to 
cauſe the Souls of dead pe: ſons to be b:ought 
back again. This ſeeming Samuel did not at 
all aſcribe his appearanceto the extraordina 
providence of God, but rather to the Devil 
fince he complained that Sau! had by the 
Wuch di{quieted hum. The appearing Sam 
wel was ſecn aſcend:ng out of the Earth, when: | 
as the true Samuel would rather have appear- 
ed as dejcending from Heaven. Moreover the 
words of the Witches, Samuel, when he ſaid, 
tomorruw thou and thy Sons ſhall be with me, 
1 Sam.29.1$. are hardly con{iſtent with truth, 
Nor 1s it hkely, that the true Samuel would 
Preach nothing but Deſperation to Saul, 
without fo much as once exhorting him in a 
way of Repentance, to endeavour that his 
ce migh: be made with that God whom he 
had provoked by his tins, Y, P. Mart)r. 1n 1

1095. This Inſtance then, doth ſuflic ently 
prove that Satan may appear 1n the thape of 
an holy Man. Some acknowledge that he 
may do ſo asto perſons that aredead, but that 
he cannot perſonate good and innocent Men 
who are {till hving. , It 1s by ſome reported, 
that Mr. Cotton Lid 


once dehver ſuch a notton. 


Nothing is more frequent, then for the judg- 
ment of worthy Men to be mulreyreſented 
after they are gone, and not capable of clear- 
ing themſelves. I know Mr. Cettcw was a 
Man of great reading, and of deep Judg- 
ment. T jhall theretore rather ſuppole that 
they who relate Mr. Cctton's Opan:on, did 


themſelves nuſtake him, then believe that a 
Man fo learned and wile, would expreſs him- 
ſelf, as ſome ſay he did. Sure I am, that Au- 
thentick Hiſtorians miention Examples to the 
contrary. 

Memorable is that which Lawater ( de ſpe- 
fris Part. 1 Cap.19. P. mibi $5. ) hath coſt 
hed, /c. That the Prefect of Zurick travelling 
abroad with his Servant betrmnes in the Morn- 
ing, they ſaw an honeſt Citizen commuting 
ncfandous villany, at the which being a- 
ſtoniſhed, they returned back, and knocking

Servant beheld, appeared to be nothing elf 
but a Diabolical illufion ; a ſpiteful Dama 
deſigning to blaſt thc credit, and take awa 
the hfe of an innocent man.

Cap. I that Kunegund the Empreſs, was 
for ſome time thought to be guilty of A- 
dulrery, by reaſon that a Noble perſon was 
frequently ſeen going out of her Chamber; 
bur it after appeared thatthe ſuſpe&ted Noble

. I concern not my ſelf, with- the Au- 
thentickneſs of that Relation. The matter 
in hand 1 ſufficiently confirmed by a thing 


that hapned more lately, and nearer home : Þ 
For if any of the old Puritans, who lived in F 
Colcheſter 1n England, fifty years ago, be ye | 


ſurviving, they can doubtleſs remember the 
ſtrange things which hapned to one Mr. 
Earl, a young man 1n thoſe dayes. The De 
vil did then frequently appear to him in the 


ſhape of ſome of his acquaintance , and 


would per{wade him to three things. 1. That 


he ſhould abſtain from Praying. 2. That he 
ſhould not frequent Church-Mectings 
3- That heſhould never Marry. But he did 
not hearken totheſe ſuggeſtions. The night 
. wherein be was Marrica 


, ſoon after he vel 
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his Wife were Bedded, the Devil came into 
the room, and pulled two of his Teeth out of 
his head, which put him to great pain ; where- 
upon he cried out, and when his Fnends 
came 1n, they found his Mouth bloody, and 
uſed means to eaſe his pain. This Mr. Earl 
was afterwards for the ſpace of ten years e- 
yer and anon aſlaulted by the Devil, who un- 
der many appearancesof his Friends, did en- 
deavour to ſeduce him. There were then 
two famous Men Miniſters of thoſe parts, 
vit,, Mr. Fohn Rogers of Dedham, ( who was 
Father to the late eminent Mr. Nathaniel Ro- 
ers of Ipſwich in New-England) and Mr. 
ddal of Colcheſter. Wuh theſe Mr. Earl 

- did converſe for comfort and inſtruction z but 


| | chiefly with Mr. Lidda/,;then whom there was 


| nota man more eminentfor Godlineſs. It fell 
out once that the Devil came to Mr. Earl in 
Mr. Liddal'sſhape, and as Mr. Earl's cuſtom 
was, he did propoſe to the ſeeming Mr. Lid- 
dal his caſes of Conſcience, but d that 
Mr. Liddal did not Diſcourſe after his ordi- 
nary rate, which made him fuſpe& whether 
he was notimpoſed upon by a deceitful De- 
mon, The next Day going to Mr. Liddal's 
Houſe, he enquired whether he was with him 
the Day before, Mr. L:ddal told him that he 
was not; then ſaid Mr. Earl x was my Ene- 
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my in yotir ſhape. . What a mlſerable Man 
am I, that know not when I ſpeak with ny 
Enemy or with my Friend ? To which Mr 
. Liddal replied, if you would know when yau 
ſpeak with a Spirit or with a Man, remember 
and follow the advice of Chriſt ; who when 
he appeared to his Diſciples after his Relurre 
ion, andthey thought he had been a Spurt, 
and were therefore troubled ; he ſaid to them, 
handle me and ſee, for a Spirit hath not Flt 
and Bones as you ſee me have, Luk.24.39. Th 
Advice Mr. Earl followed. For not long af 
ter the Devil coming to him in Mr. Liddal; 
| ſhape, he went totake hold on his Arms, buf 
could feel no ſubſtance, only a vaniſhing ſh Þ 
dow. It ſeems that this Mr. Earl was once 
an Athieft, that did nor believe that there wa 
either God or Devil, & would often walk-n 
ſolitary and dilmal places, wiſhing tor the 
fightof a Spirit ; and that he was firſt aſſaul. 
tea by a Devil in a Church-yard, And 
though God mercifully gave hum Repentance 
yet he was nuſerably haunted with an evi 
Spirit all his dayes. I find that Mr. Clark nn 
h:s hit Fol. of Examples, Chap. 104. P. 510 
hath ijome part of this ſtrange Providence, 
but he mentions not Mr. Ear!'s Name. . Af 
Gentleman worthy of credit affirmed this Re 
lation to bg moſt cerraunly true, according o | 
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the particulars which have been declared. I 
have thought it therefore not unworthy the 
Publication, 

There is another Remarkable Paſlage to 
this purpoſe, which hapned of later years, 
wherein the Turkiſh Chaous Baptized at Low- 
don, Fanuary 30. A. D. 165S. was concerned. 
This Chaous being alone 1n his Chamber, .b. 
P.M. a perſon in the likeneſs of Mr. Dury, 
the Miniſter with whom he did moſt ordina- 
nly converſe, came and ſat by him. This 
ſeeming Mr. Dury told him, that he had wart- 
ed with a great deal of patience as to the 
matter of Is Baptiſm ; and that himlelt had 
endeavoured by all means poſlible to procure 
it, to be performed with publick Counte- 
nance ; and to that effett, had dealt with 
Richard, and ſeveral of his Counſel, but 
that now he perceived that it was 1n vain to 
ſtrive or wait longer. And therefore adviſed 
him not to be much troubled at it, but ſertin 
his mind at reſt, toleave theſe thoughts, an 
.take up his reſolution another way. When 
the Chaous heard this Diſcourſe, being much 
perplexed 1n his Spirit, he lifted up his hands 
and eyes to Heaven, uttering Words to this 
effect. O my Lord Feſus Chriſt, what a miſe- 
rable thing is this that a true Chriſt ian cannot 
be owned by «ther Chriſtians ; that ane who be-

bieveth on thee cannct be Baptized into thy Nawn, 
When he had fo ſpoken, looking down, he 
ſaw no body, the appearance of Mr. Dur 
being vaniſhed, which was at firſt an amaze 
ment to him ; but recolle&ing himſelf, he 
began to rejoyce, as hoping that Satan would 
be gpecs of his Plot. About $ 5. at 
rught, e true Mr. Dwury met with the Cheou; 
w uainted him with what hapned to 
him, fo did he more fully underſtand how he 
had been impoſed upon by Satan. The men- 
goned Inſtances, are enough to prove that 
the Devil may poſlibly appear in the ſhape of 
Men, and that not only of ſuch as are 
dead, but of the ſtill living. It might as a 
further confirmation of the truth we aſſert, 
= _ here ___ mee hw? doth 
nently amongſt the Pap:/fs vilibly appear, 
ads to be Chriſt himſelf, as their own 
Authors do acknowledge. ' They affirm,tha 
he came 1n the ſhape of Chriſt to Pachomin 
and to St. Martin. So hath he often appear- 
ed in the Form of the Virgin Mary, whereby 
muſerable Souls have been ſeduced into grols | 
dolatries. Its likewiſe reported,that when Ls- 
ther had ſpenta Day in Faſting and Prayer, 
there appeared to him one ſeeming to be 
Chriſt;bur Luther ſaid [48] him,away thou _—_ |

Bible, whereupon the Apparition vanifh 
As for the Spirits of Men deceaſed, it 1s cer- 
tain they cannot reaſſume their Bodies, nor 
yet come to Men 1n this World when 

will, or without a permiflion from him, 1 
whoſe hand they are. Chry/oftom in his fe- 
cond Sermon concerning Lazarus, faith that 
Demons would oftentimes appear, fall =o 
tending themſelves tro be the Souls of ome 
lately dead. He laith, that he himſelf knew 
many Demoniacks, that the Spuits un them 
would fergn the voices of men lately halled, 
and would diſcover the ſecrets of fuch Per- 
ſons, profeſling that they were the ' Souls of 
thoſe very men. But thoſe were no other 
then deviliſh hes. Upon which account men 
had need be exceeding wary whar credit they 
give unto, or how they entertain communt- 
on with ſuch Spe&res. Ido not ſay that” all 
ſuch Apparitions are Diabolical. Only that 
many of them are ſo. And as yet I havenor 
met with any 7:*ang:z whereby the certain 
—_ of a Perſon Deceaſed, may be infal- 
ibly diſcerned from a meer Diabolical illu- 
10n. The Rules of judging in this caſe de- 
ſcribed by Malderus are very fallible.

ſome {in not diſcoverable 1n any other way, 
Either ſome ac of injuſtice done, or it may 
be ſome Murder commutted. Platina, Naw 
.clerus, and others relate, that Pope Bened:#+. &, 
did after his death appear fitting upon a black 
Horſe before a Biſhop of his acquaintance 
declaring the reaſon to be, in that he had n 
his life trme nefariouſly conſumed a great ſum 
of Money, which belonged to the Poox, 
And there are freſh Examples to this purp ole 
lately publiſhed in the ſecond Ecgition 
of Mr. Glanvils Sadduciſmus Triumphatu, 
He there ſpeaks of a Man in Guilford, 
unto whom belonged ſome Copy-hold 
Land, which was to de{cend to his Children, 
he dying, leaving no Child born, his Brother 
took pollcſlion of the Eſtate. So it hapned 


that the deceaſed Man's Wife conceived withf 


Child but a little before her Husbands death, 
* which afterſhe perceived, by the Advice & 
her Neighbours, ſhe told her Brother in Lay 
how matters were circumſtanced ; he raile 
upon her, calling her Whore, and (aid he 
would not be fooled out of his Eſtate fe.

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Ireland there appeared to him one in the like- 
neſs of Fames Haddock, formerly an Inha- 
bitant in Malore, where he Died five years 
before. Taverner asked him who he was ? 
the SpedFre replied, I am Fames Haddock ; you 
may call me tromind by this Token, that a- 
bout five years ago, I and two other Friends 
were at your Fathers houſe, and you by your 
Fathers appointment brought us ſome Nuts, 
therefore be not afraid. And told him if he 
would ride along with him he would acquaint 
him with a baſineſs he had to dehver to him, 
Which Taverner refuſed to do ; upon his go- 
ing from the Spe#re, he heard hideous ſcrie- 
ches and noiſcs, to his great amazement. The 
night afcerthere appeared again to him, the 
likeneſs of Fames Haddock ; telling him, 
that the Woman, who had been his Wite; 
when living ; was . now Married unto one 
Davis in Malone; and that the ſaid Davis 
and his Wite wronged the Son of ame 
Haddock ; and that the Will of Haddock, who 
had given a Leaſe to his Son, was not fulfilled; 
and therefore he deſired Tawern:y to acquaint 
them therewith, and to ſee his Son righted, 
Taverner neglected to deliver his meſlage, 
whereupon the Spe#re appeared again unto 
him mn divers formidable ſhapes, threatning 
totear him 1n picces, if he d1d not do as he

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is required. This made hirti leave his 
Houſe where he dwelt in the Mountains and 
remove to the Town. of Belfaſt, where it 
appeared to him again in the houſe of one 
Pierce, ſeverely threatning of him: Uport 
which Taverner being much troubled in his 
Spirit, acquainted ſome of his Friends with 
hs perplexity: They take Advice from Dr.

Remarkable Providences, 


To iſſue their controverſies, they agreed tha 
he that died firſt ſhould the third night after 
his Funeral, between the hours of twelve and 
one, appear at a little Houſe in the Garden, 
After Sydenham was dead, Captain Dyke re 
pairs to the place appointed between them 
ewo. He acquainted a near Kinfman, Dr. 
Thomas Dyke with his deſign, by whom he 
was earneſtly diſlwaded from going to that 
lace at that time; and was told, that the 
Devilmight meet him and be his ruine, if he 
would venture on in ſuch raſh attempts. The 
Captain Replied, that he had folemnly en- 
gaged, and nothing ſhould diſcourage him; 
accordingly betwixt twelve and one he went 
into the Garder-houſe, and there tarried two 
or three hours, without feeing or hearing any 
thing more than what was uſual. About fi 
weeks after, Captain Dyke rides to Eaton, to 
place his' Son a Scholar there. The mort 
ing before he returned from thence, after it 
was light, one came to his Bed-fide, and fud: 
7 nc, cnet back the Curtains, calls Cap, 
Cap. ( which was the term of famuliarity whi 
the Major when livinguſed to call the Caprais 
by ) He preſently perceived it was his Major, 
and replieth, What my Major | On the Tabk 
in the Room there lay a Sword which the 
Major had formerly given to the Caneh 
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After the ſeeming Major had walked a turn 
or two about the Room, he took up the 
Sword, and drew it out, and not finding it 
ſo bright and clean as it ought, Cap. Cap. (laid 
he ) This Sword did not uſe to be kept after this 
manner, when it was mine. He allo ſaid to 
the Captain, I could not come to you at the time 
appointed , but I am now come to tell you, That 
there is @ God, and that he is a very juſt and a 
terrible God, and f you do not turn over 4 new 
leaf, you will find it ſo; So did he ſuddenly 

(appear. The Captain aroſe, and came in- 
to another Chamber ( where his Kinſmare 
Dr. Dyke lodged ) but un a viſage and form 
much differing from himſelf, his Hair Rtand- 
ing, his Eyes ſtaring, and his whole Body 
trembling, telling with much affe&tion what 
he had ſeen. The Captain hved about two' 
years after this, but was much altered in his 
Converſation, the Words uttered by his Ma- 
jors Ghoſt, ever founding in his Ears, Thus 
of that remarkable Providence. 

I have not mentioned thefe things, as any 
way approving of ſuch deſperate Covenants. 
There 1s great hazard attending them, Ir 
may be after Men have made ſuch agree- 
ments, Devils may appear to them, prerend- 
ng to be their Deceaſed Friends, a 
their Souls may be drawn into woful Snares.

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Who knoweth whether God will permit the 
pe: ſons, who have thus confederated, to ap 
in this World again after their Death, 

and if not then the Surviver will be under 
great temptation unto Atheiſm; As it fell 
qut with the late Earl of Recheſter, who ( as 
15 reported in his life, P. 16. by Dr. Burn ) 
did 1n the Year 1665, enter 1ato a formal 
ingagement with another Gentleman, not 
without Ceremonies of Religion, that if 
either of them Died, he ſhould appear and 
we the other notice of the future ſtate, if 
nk were anv. After this the other Gen- 
tleman was killed, bur d1d never appear after 
his Death to the Earl of Recbefter, which was 
a great ſnare to him, during the reſt of hs 
Lite. Though when God awakened the 


Earl's Conicience upon his Death-bed, he | 


could. not bur acknowledge, thatone who had 
ſo corrupted the natural Principles of Truth 
as he had, had no reaſon to expect that ſuch 
an extraordinary thing ſhould be done for hs 
Conviction. Or if ſuch agreement ſhould 
neceſiicate an Apparition, | os would the 
World be confounded with Spetres? How 
many would probably be ſcared out of their 
Wus? or what curious Queſtions would vain 
Men be propoling abont things whuch are 
(and it 15 met they ſhould be ) hid from y_ 
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tals. I cannot think that Men who make 
ſuch Covenants ( except it be with very 
much caution, as I have heard that Mr. 
Knewſftubs and another eminent Perſon did ) 
are duely mindful of that Scripture, Dent. 29. 
29. The ſecrct things belong to the Lord ; but 
thoſe things which are revealed belong to ns. 
Moreover, ſuch fights are not deſirable. For 
many timesthey appear as forerunners of no- 
table Judgements at hand. I could inſtance 
out of > n_—_ Hiſtory, how pa; ticular Fa- 
milies have found that things of this nature, 
| have come to them as the Meſſengers of 
Death. Lavater 1n his Book De Spe&ris, 
and Goulartius in his Sele& Hiſtory, ſay, that 
Speftres are the Harbingers of publick Mu-' 
tations, Wars, and Calamitous times. Foetins 
1m hs Diſputaton De Pefte, ſheweth that 
fmerimes the Plague or ſtrange Diſeaſes 
follow afrer ſuch Appearances. There was 
lately a very formidable Apparition at Meenen: 
We are adviſed, that there did appear in that 
__ a perſon all in white, with a Mitre on 
Is head, being followed with two more in 
black ; after hum came four or five Squadrons, 
who drew up as if they intended ro ſtorm 
the Town. The Souldiers there refuſed to 
ſtand their Centry, having been ſo affnghted 
as that {ome of them fell down 1n their poſts.

This Argume nt is of ſuch weight,as that Por- 
phyrius,& other heatheniſh Authors who affirm 
that Demon: are affeted with ſmells, & with 
blood,cc.Suppoſe themto have acreal bodies 
Sodo ſome Talmudical & Cabaliftical Writers 
they hold that there are a middle fort of D&- 
vis, made of Fire and Air, who live __ 
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the Liquidity of the Air, and the ſmoke of 
fire, &c. Theſe they call IW, Munfer in 
his Notes on Lev.17. does out of R. Abrabams, 
cite many paſlages to this purpoſe. But ſuch 
Fewiſh Fables are (0 fooluh, as that they need 
no confutation. And as. the Argument we 
have mentioned 15 a ſufficient refutation of 
them.that imagine a natural vertue to be 1n 
Herbs, whereby Evil Spxits are driven away 
ſo may 1t be 1mproved againſt their Superſtt- 
tion, who ſuppoſe that Fumes are of force to 
expel Demons. The Author of the Book 
of Tobit Chap. 6. tells a Tale, that the heart 
and Liver of. a Fiſh, f a ſmoke be made 
therewith, the Devil will ſmell it, and then be 
forced to flee away from any one that ſhall* be 
troubled with an Evil Spirit ; and that Tobi 
following the counſel which Raphael gave him 
about theſe matrers, the Devil was fain to 
run for 1t, as far as to the utmoſt parts of. «- 
pr, Chap.8, ver.

Ir 1s report- 
ed that Virgil made a brazen fly, and a gol- 
den 191 ab whereby Fles were hindred 
from coming into Naples, and the Horle-lea- 
ches were all killed in a Ditch. Thus doth 
Beelz«bub draw muſcrable Men into Super- 
ſtition.

Diabolus eruat tibi oculcs, & foramina ſtercoribus 
implcar. (The Papiſts ſay that their Saint 
Francis cauſed the Devil to depart out of a 
poſſeſſed perſon by uſing an alike bruittſh ex- 
preflion.) Hefolded up the Paper in a cloth, 

uring the diſeaſed party to wear it about 
her neck, which ſhe did. and her diſeaſe was 
healed. After two years, being dcfirous to 
know what was 1n the Paper, ſhe cauſcd it to 
be opened and read ; and being greatly of- 
fended and inraged at this Indigruty, caſt the 
Paper away, immediately upon .whch her 
fore eyes [returned again.

Let 
them remember the Example of that gract- 
os and famous Gentlewoman, Mrs. Honey<- 
wod ; the occaſion of whoſe forrowful and 
Gleful deſertion, was, in that having a Child 
tick, ſhe asked counſel of a Wizard about its 
Recovery. Certainly, it 1s betrer for perſons 
vrepent of fin the procuring cauſe of all 
Mi&tion, and by the prayer of Faith to be- 
ake themſelves to the Lord Jeſus, the great 
Phyſitian both of body and foul, and fo ta 
wait for healing in the uſe of lawful means, 
itil God ſhall fee meet ro beſtow that mer- 
O on them ; I ſay this 1s better, than to fol- 
bw ſuch dark methods as thoſe declared a- 
gainſt, wherein if they have found any {uc- 
cls, they may fear it is in wrathful judgmenc 
ito them or theirs.

There is another Caſe of Conſciencewhich 
may here be enquired into, viz.

{ as that if they keep above the Water, they ſhal 

e deemed as confaderate with the Devil, but if 
they ſink they are to be acquitted from the crime 
of Witchcraft, As for this way of purgation 
it cannot be demied but that fome learned 
men have indulged it. King 7 AMES ap- 
proveth of it, in his Diſcourſe of Witch-cratt 
B. 3. Chap.6. ſuppoſing that the water refu- 
ſeth to receive Wuches into its Bulom, be- 
cauſe they have perhdioutly violated their 
Covenant with God, confirmed by Water in 
Bapulm, Kornmannus and Scribonius do UPON 
the ſame ground juſtifie this way of tryal. 
But a woithy Caſuiſt of our own, giveth a 
judicious Reply toth.s ſuppolal, viz. that all

© In the Year 1620, ons that was Deaf and 
nr Dumb 
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Dumb, being ſolicited by the Papiſts to be 
reſent at Maſſe, choſe rather to ſuffer death. 
Itis alſo a thing known, that Men are able 
by figns to diſcourſe, and to communicate 
their ſentiments one to another. There are 
above'thurty Mutes kept inthe Ottoman Court 
for the Grand Seignior to ſport with : Con- 
cerning whom Mr. Ricaut in his Hiſtory of 
the preſent State of the Ortoman Empire ( P. 
62.) reports, that they are able by {1gns not 
only to f1gnihe their ſence 1n famihar Que- 
ſons, bur to recount Stories, and underſtand 
the Fables of the Turkiſh Religion, the Laws 
and Precepts of the Alcoran, the Name of 
Mabomet, and what elſe may be capable of 
being expreſſed by the rongue. This Lan 
$lage of the Mutres 15 fo much in faſhionin 

e Ottoman Court, that almoſt every one 
can deliver his ſenſe 1n it. And that Deaf 
perſons have been fomerumes able to write, 
and to underſtand what others ſay to them by 
the very motion of their Lips 1s moſt certain, 
Camerarius tells us of a young Man and a 
Maid then hving at Neremberg, wkq though 
Deaf and Dumb, could Read and Write,and 
Cypher, and by the motion of a mans Laps, 
knew his meaning. Platerus (peakethof one 
Dzat and Dumb born, that yet could expreſs 
bs nund 1n a Table-book, and underſtood 

U 4 what 
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what others wrote therein, and was wont to 
attend upon the Miniſtry of Occolampadins, 
underſtanding many things by the motion of 
the lips of the Preacher. Mr. Clark in his 
Examples ( Ye/.1. Chap. 33.) ſaith, that there 
was a Woman in Edinburg 1n Scotland ( her 
Name was Gennet Lowes ) who being natu- 
Tally Deaf and Dumb, could underſtand 
what People ſaid meerly by the moving of 
their Lips. It 1s famouſly known that Mr. 
Criſp of London, could do the hike. Borellus 
giveth an account of one that loſt his Hear: 
ing by a violent Diſeaſe when he was hve 
years old, yet it they.did but whiſper to him, 
he could by their Lips perceive what they 
Jaid. There 1s one now lwving ( or that not 
many years fince was ſo ) in Sia 1n whom 
that Diſeaſe of the Small Pox cauſed a total 
Deafneſs; who neveitheleſs, by exact obler- 
ving the motion of Mens Lips, can under- 
ſtand what they ſay; and if they co bur 
Whiſper he perceives what they ſay better 
than if they vociterate never fo loudly. He 
attends.upon publick Sermons, being able to 
?1ve an account of what 1s delvered, pro- 
vided he may but ice the Preacher ſpeaking, 
though he cannot hear a word. It is contiitent 
with reaſon that Mutes ſhould underſtand 
what others lay by the motion of thew Lips 

unce 
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nce it is evident that the lips are of great 
uſe in framing Speech. Hence Feb calls his 
ſpeech, the moving of his lips, Chap.1 6. Ver.s, 
nd we know that tonguele(s perſons by the 
help of their lips and ocher Organs of ſpeech 
have been able ro ſpeak. Ecclchaſtical Rory 
nforms us of ſeveral Contetlors of the truth, 
who after their Tongues were cut out by 
bloody Perſecutors could ſtill bear witneſs to 
the truth. Honerichius ( that cruel King of 
the Vandals ) cauſed the Tongues of many 
to be violently pluckt our of their mouths 
Who after that could ſpeak as formerly : 
Only ewo of them when they became —_ 
of - 4 hin of Uncleannels wereable to {peak 
no more; this has been atteſted by three cre- 
able Witneſſes who knew the perſons : See 
Mr. Baxter's Church Hiſtory, P. 130. There 
$lacely Publiſhed (in Latm ) a very ſtrange 
Relation of a Child in France ( his Name 
was Peter Durand) who being vitited with 
the Small Pox when he was about fix years 
dd, his Tongue putrihed, and was quite con- 
lumed. Atter which (the Urwrlaimn his Mouth 
teing longer than 1t was betore ) he could 
by the help of che other Organs of Speech 
aUlcourſe as plainly as if he had never loſt 
bs Tongue. Theſe things 'are marveilous. 
And yer 1 have lately mer with a paſlage

more ſtrange than any of theſe related, 
There 15( or was in the Year 1679. ) lwing 
near Kerchem 1n Germany, a Man ( his name 
15 fohn Algair ) who ſuddenly loſt the ule of 
his Speech : the caſe has been fo with him, 
chat tourteen years together, he can never 
{peak but at one hour of the Dav, juſt as the 
Sun cometh to the Meridian he has the l- 
berty of his Speech for an hour and no more; 
ſo that he knowerth exactly when it 1s twelve 
a Clock, becauſe then he can ſpeak, and not 
a minute before that, nor a minute after one. 
Thus 15 related 1n the Germanic Ephemerides of 
Miſcellaneous Curioſities, for the Year 1679. 
Obſervat. 188. It15 evident that the Sun has 
a marvelous influence as to ſome Dilcaſes, 
which the bodies of Men are ſubje& unto. 
For in Egypt though the Plague rage the day 
before, on that very day when the Sun enters 
into Leo, it ccaſeth, when allo the Floods of 
Niles abate,as Geographers inform us. 
Moreover, it 1s poflible by Art to teach 
thoſe that are by nature Deaf and Dumb to 
ſpeak. The Dettylogy of Beda 1s retty, 
whereby Men ſpeak as nimbly with the fin- 
gers as with the tongue ; taking hve fingers 
of the one hand for Vowels, and the leveral 
poſitions of the other for Conlonants. But 


that Deaf perlons may learn to ſpeak, happy 
oY 
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xperience hath proved, and that by many 
ſtances. A Caſtro has given an account 
of the method by him ſucceſsfully obſerved 
n teaching a Boy to ſpeak that was born 
Deaf. 71 the uſe of ſome purgative me- 
lines, he cauſed the Hair to be ſhaved off 
fom his head, over the Ccronal [uture 5 and 
then frequently anointed the ſhaven place 
mth a mixture of Aqua wie, Salt peter, Of 
Butter, Almonds, &c. Having done this, 
he began to ſpeak to the deat perſon (C not 
it his Ear, but ) at his Coronal ſwiure; and 
there after the uſe of Un&ions and Emun- 
&ons the ſound would pierce, when at his 
Ears 1t could not enter, fo did he by degrees 
rach him to ſpeak ( wide Ephem. German, 
Anno 1650. Obſervat. 35. ) But others have 
mch good cftect, followed another kind of 
method. There was a Spaniſh Noble Man 
( Brother to the Conſtable of Caſtile) who 
ting born Deaf and conſequently Dumb 
fom his Infancy, Phyfitians had long in vain 
ted Experiments for his Relief. At laſt a 
grtain Prieſt undertook toteach himto ſpeak. 
His attempt was at firſt laughed at, but with- 
n a while the Gentleman was able ( not- 
mehſtanding his Deafneſs ſtill remained ) 
to converte and di{courle with any Friend, 
twastaughtto ſpeak by putting a cord bout 
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his Neck, and ſtraitning or loſening the 
ſame, to advertiſe him when to open or ſhut 
his Mouth, by the Example of his Teacher, 
Nor was there any difference found between 
tis Speech and that of other Men, only that 
he did not regulate his voice, ſpeaking com- 
monly too high ( vid. Conferences of Yiriu- 
ofi P.215.) Not long fince Fran. Mercur, 
Helmont, deſigning to teach a Deaf man to 
ſpeak, concluded 1t would be more eaſily pra- 
Eticable if the experiment were made with an 
Eaſtern wide-mouthed Language,which coes 
remarkably expole to the Eye the morions of 
the Lips, Tongue and Throat. According- 
ly he tried we the Hebrew Tongue 3 &1na 
ſhort time his Dumb Schollar became an ex- 
cellent Hebrician. Others have lately been 
as ſucceſsful in their attempts to cauſe Deaf 
perlons toſpeak and lnient the Europeen 
Languages. We need not go out of our own 
Nation, for there we find living Inſtances. 
In the Philoſophical Tranſactions for the 
Year 1670. Numb.61. an account 15 given 
concerning Mr. Daniel Whaley of Nerth- Ham- 
pron 1n England ; who by an accident loſt hs 
Hearing when he was about hve years of 
age; and ({o his Speech, not at once, bur by 
degrees 1n about half a year time. In tie 


Year 1651, The Learned apd Ingenious De 
I; alirs 
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Wallis of Oxfird, undertook toteach the Deaf 
Gentleman to ſpcak and write. Nor did the 
Doctor fail 1n attaining his end. For in the 
hace of one year, the Dumb man had read 
wer great partof the Erg/iſh Bible, and had 
tained ſo much skill as co expreſs himſelf 
nell:gtbly in ordinary aftars, ro underſtand 
[atters written to him, and to write Anſwers 
vthem. And when Forreigners out of cu- 
nolicy came to 1fit him, he was able to pro- 
nounce the molt difficult words of their Lan- 
rage ( even pv/zſh 1c felt ) which any could 

xopole unto him. Nor was this the onl 
(don on whom the Doctor ſhewed his Skill 
t he has ſince done the like for another 
a Gentleman of a very good Family ) who 
from his Birth want his Hearing, Lake- 
mi: Dr. Holder in his late Book about the na- 
wral production of Letters, giveth Rules tor 
he teaching of the Deat and Dumbto peak. 
[ have therather mentioned theſe things ; 
or that there are ſeveral others in ths Coun- 
rey who are Deaf and Dumb; whenas if 
hey had an 1ingemous: Inſtructor, I am abun- 
ancly farished that they might be taught ro 
beak, their Deafnels notwichitanding. Nor 
$this more difficult than 1 15 to learn thoſe 
that are blind ro write ; which though ſome

under his Tongue, winch though vifble to 
the Eye, continued there for ſome dayes be- 
fore it was taken out; and at laſt of it (elf 
fell 1into his mouth, ( and fo into his hands ) 
leaving an hole behind it at the Roof of his 
Tongue. Thus Stone I have by me, whileſt 
I wrie this, only ſome part -of 1t 15 broken 
away ; that which remains, weighs twelve 
Grains. 'Theperſon concerned, afhirms, that 
it was firſt of a yellowiſh Colour, but now it 
15 white, not being an inch in length; in 
ſhape ſomewhat re{:mbling a Mans Tongue, 
Butthat which made the matter the more 
ſtrange, was, that when he had occaſion to 
void Urin, he was m as much pain as if the 
Stone had been 1n his Bladder or Kidney ;

© bove ſaid Matth. Bridge,and a Boy with him 
"endeavoured to run to the Houſe, but were 
© prevented by the Storm, ſo that they were

© hind ſome Buſhes, and this thick Cloud and 
© Pillar paſſed fo near them as almoſt rotouch 
© their feet, and with its force bent the Buſhes

The laſt year was attended with ſundry 
Remarkable Tempeſts in ſeveral parts of this 
C y4ntrey. One of which hapned in New- 
Haven Colony, une 10.1682, Concerning 
which I have received from a good hand the 
following account, This Storm began as* 
boutz h. P. M. and continued two hours. 
k reached Stratford, Milford, Fairfield, New- 
Haven, and xt was very violent in every 
one of thelc places, eſpecially Milferd,where 
three Barns were blown down by 1t, _ _ 

oule 
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Honſe new built, that was forty foot in 
ength, well incloſed, was moved from the 
Foundation at one corner, near two foot and 
in half ; but the greateſt ſtrength of the 
Storm was about ſx miles above Stratford, as 
s evident by the great Havock, that 1s there 
made, for the compaſs of half a mile in 
breadth, ſcarce a Tree left ſtanding, which is 
not ſhaken by the Storm ; the ftrongeſt 
Oaks are torn up by the roots, ſometwo foot, 
ome three foor and more over; young Sap- 
lns that were not ſo big as a Mans middle, 
were broken oft in the midſt: This Storm 
came out of the Weſt, and the Wind did be-+ 
fore the end ſomewhat vere towards the 
North ; it was attended with a violent Rain: 
the very noile of the Wind in the Woods, 
was ſuch, as that thoſe that were 1n it could 
not hear the fall of a Tree a few Rods from 
hem. Great Limbs of Trees were carned 
lke Feathers in the Air an incredible di- 
ſtance from the Trees they were broken from: 
Many that were at work in the Woods were 
n greatdanger, and had no way to preſerve 
themſelves but by running into open Plains, 
where there were no Trees. 'The ſtrength 
of the Storm palled along Eaſt and by South, 
over Stratford River, and between Milford 
and New-Haver, and thers un palled away 
mcg 
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anto the Sound towards Long-!//and: Many 
:thouſandsof Trees were blown down both a- 
/bove and below the place before ipecified, but 
in the compals of that half mule, the great. 
eſt ſtrength ot the Srorm was; for here al. 
Moſt there was an unrverſal Deſtruction of 
all che Trees, Icaving the place upon Hills (6 
naked that very few Trees are found ſtanding, 
Thus of that Tempeſt. 

Allo, on Fune 26. 1682. there were the 
moſt agnazing Lightnings that have been 
known New-Ergland, a great part of the 
mght being thereby made as light as the Day. 
» In ſome places grievous Hail fell with the 
Lightmng, breaking the Windows of fome 
Houſes: Butat Springfield it was moſt dread- 
ful, where great pt2ccs of 1ce, fone leven, 
ſome nine inches about, fell down from the 
Clouds with fuch violence that the Shingles 
upon ſome Houles were broken thereby, and 
holes beat into the Ground, that a man might 

ut his hand 1n. Several acres of Corn ( both 
heat and Indian ) were beat down and 
deſtroyed by the Hail. Yer. this Hail-ſtorm 
(though terrible) was not comparable to that 
which hapned three years ago 1 another 
. part of the World, wiz. at che Town off 
Blois nn France, where the People were by the 
" amazing fuiy of a prodigious -Lempeſt at- 
| trighted Y 
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friolhted out of ther ficep, and forced to ne 
our of their Beds that they might ſave their 
hives. Scveral Houlſcs, and two ( Churches) 
Mecting-houſes, were, beat down to the 
ground, This Tempeſt was hkewile ac- 
companied with a moſt prodigious Hail, ma- 
ny thouland ſtones being found as big as a 
Mans fiſt. Thus unuſual Artillery of Hea- 
ven, broke all the Slates wherewith the Hou- 
{es were covered, and the Glaſs-wuidows, all 
over the Town, as if they had been beaten 
in a Morter. Without the Town eight whole 
Paryſhes with the Fields adjacent were wholly 
rumned by that Hail, in fuch a terrible man- 
ner, that it {z2med as if no Corn had been 
ſown, or Vines planted there. Four other 
Pariſhes were much endamaged, multitudes 
of Chimneys beaten down, to that the da- 
mage thereby, with the breaking of the Wan- 
dows and Tyies, were valued tq9 be above 
two hundred thouſand Crowns; and the 
harm 1n the Vineyards, and Corn-fields u- 
valuable. The Divine Providence was very 
much ſeen, in that Man, Woman nor Child 
were kilicd um this tcartul Detolation. The 
Reader may lee a more full Relation of this 
prodigious Hail-lcorm 1n Mr. Burton's furpri- 
ting Miracles ot Nature, 2age 189,181. As

1669; betwixt five 
and {1x of the Clock in the Evening, the 
Wind Weiterly, at 4ſbley 1h North-Hampten- 
ſhire, hapned a formidable Hurricane, (carce 
bearing 11xty yards in 1ts breadth, and ſpend- 
ing it ſelf in about feven minutes of time. 
Its firſt diſcerti'd aſſault was upon a Milk- 
Maid, taking her Pail and Hat from off her 
Head ; and carrying it many ſcores of yards 
from her, where un lay undiſcovered fome 
dayes. Next, it ftorm'd the Yard of one 
Sprigge, dwelling in _— (a name ofone 
art of the Town ) where it blew a Wagon- 
y off of the Axecl-trees, breaking the 
Wheels and Axel-trees in pieces, and blow- 
ing three of the Wheels fo ſhattered over a 
Wall. The Wazon ſtood ſomewhat crols to 
the paſſage of the Wind. Another Wagon 
of Mr. Salizburies marched with great ſpeed 
upon its Wheels againſt the fide of his Houſe 
to the aſtonyſhment of the Inhabitants. A 
branch of an Aſh-rree of that bigneſs that 
two luſty Men could {carce lift it, blew on 
Mr, 
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Mr. Salisburies Houſe without hurting it; 
and yet this Branch was torn from a Tree, art 
od” yards diſtant from that Houſe. A, 
Slate was found upon a Window of the houſe 
of Samuel Templer Elqr. which, very muctt 
bent an Iron Bar in it; and yer tis certain 
that the neareſt place, the (late was. at firſt 
forced from, was near two hundred . yards. 
Not to take notice of its ſtripping of ſeve- 
ral Houſes ; one thing is remarkable, whickt 
s, that at Mr. Maidwells Senior, it forced 0+ 
pen a Door, breaking the Latch, and thence 
marching through the Entry, and forcing 0- 
n the Dairy Door, it overturned the Milk- 
Vellels, and blew out three Panes or Lights 
in the Window; next it mounted the Chami- 
bers, and blew out nine Lights more : front 
thenee 1t proceeded to the Parſonage, whole 
Root it more than Decimated ; thence crok- 
ſeth the narrow Street, and foraibly drives # 
Man headlong into the Doors of Tho. Bregget: 
Then it paſled with a curſory ſalute at {ho- 
mas Marſtones, down to Mr. George Wignils, at 
leaſt a Furlongs aiſtance trom Marſtons, and - 
two Furlongs trom Sprigges, where 1t. plaid 
notorious Exploits, blowing a Jaige Hovet 
of Peas from 1ts Supporters, and tetthng it 
cleaverly upon the ground, without any con- 
liderable damage to the Thatch. Here 1t 
=" blew 
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blew a Gate Poſt, fixed two foot and an half 
in the ground, ont of the Earth, and carried 
x into the Fields, many yards from its firſt 
abode. 

Thus much concerning Remarkable 
Tempeſt s. 

Earthquakes deſerve to be mentioned a- 
mongſt Remarkable Providences, ſince Ari- 
ftotle himſelf could ſay, that the Man 1s ſtupid 
and unreaſonable who 1s not affeted with 
them. This part of the World hath not been 
altogether free from ſuch tremendous acct 
dents, albeit, through the gracious providence 
of God ) there never was yet any harm 
done amongſt us thereby, ſo far as I have 
heard. The Year 1638. was attended with 
aconhderable Earth-quake. There are who 
affirm that they heel a ſtrange kind of noiſe 
before the Earth began to tremble. Another 
Earth-quake was obſerved in ſome parts of 
New-England, Anno Domini 1658. Alloin 
in the Ycar 1662. on the 26, 29, and 2% of 
Fanuary, the Earth was ſhaken at leaſt fix 
times in the ſpace of three dayes. Ire 
member that upon the firſt approach of the 
Earth-quake, the things on the Shelves in the 
Houle began tomove. Many People ran out 
of their Houſes with fear and amazement : 

» but no Houlg tyll, nor was any damage $ 
: {taunes 
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ſairied. . There was another Earth-quakes 
April 34. 1668. We in Boſton were ſenfible of 
xt, but ſome other parts of the Countrey 
were more terribly ſhaken. The Indians ſay 
that the Earth-quake this year, did ſtop the 
courſe of a conliderable River, It 1s allo res 
ported, that amongſt the French 1n Nioewa-Sco- 
ia, there hapned an Earth-quake which rent 
an huge Rock aſunder to the center, whereur 
was a valt hollow of , kn immeaſurable depth, 
Concerning Ear:h-quakes which have lately 
hapned in remoter parts of the . World, L 
ſhall not here inſert any thing, having men- 
toned them 1n my Diſcourſe of Comets, Print 
ted the laſt year. Only therein I have not ta- 
ken notice of that memorable Earth-quake, itz 
France May 12.16$2.having received Informa- 
ton concerning it more lately. Such Readers 
8. are inquiſitive 1nto things of this natures 


f Imay {ce that Earth-quake deſcribed & diſcour- 


d on, in the Weekly Memerials for the Ingeni« 
ous,Page 125, &c.Remarkable was that whicle 
bhapned A. D. 1670. at a place called Kene- 
tunck, in the Province of Main in New-En- 
gland, where not far from the River fide a 
piece of Clay Ground, was thrown up over 
the top of high Oakes that grew between 1t 
and the River, into the River, ſtopping the 
courl; thereof, and leaving an hole torty

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yards ſquare, wherein were thouſands of clay 
Bullets, hke Musket Bullets. It 1s alſo re- 
markable, that the hike to this hapned at 
_ ( twenty mules to the Eaſtward of the 
other place ) much about the ſame time: 
Whether the removal of this ground did pro- 
ceed from an Earth-quake, by the eruption 
of Mineral Vapors, or from ſome other 
cauſe, may be diſputed. They that would 
give a probable conjefture concerning the 
Natural cauſe, muſt firſt know whether a 
great Drought, or much Rain, or both ſuc- 
ceflivelv, 41d not proceed, of which I am 
not informed. The hke Memorable acct 
dents have hapned in ſeveral” places 1n Em 
gland, both in the former, and 1n this preſent 
age; which 1t may be twill be pleating and 
ifying to- ſome Readers 'for me here to 
commemorate. To proceed. "The hke to 
*what hath been related, fell out 1571. 
' Hereford-ſhire; Marcley Hill;;n the Eaſt part 0 
the Shire ; with a roaring- noiſe, removed it 
ſelf from the place where it ſtood, and for 
three dayes together travelled from its old 
ſcat. It began hrit to take us Journey, Fe 
bruary 17. bong Saturday, at {1x of the clock 
at night, and by ſeven of the clock next 
Morning, -it had gone forty paces, carrying 
with it Sheep jn ther Cotes, Hedg Rovs 
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and Trees, whereof ſome were overturned» 
and ſome that ſtood upon the Plain are 
firmly growing upon the Hill, thoſe that 
were Faſt were turned Weſt, and thoſe in 
the Weſt were (et in the Eaſt. In this Re- 
move 1t overthrew Kinaſton __ and 
turned two High-wayes near an hundred 
yards from their old paths. The Ground that 
thus removed was about twenty fix Acres, 
which opening it felf with Rocks and all, 
bore the Earth before it for four hundred 
yards ſpace, without any ſtay, leaving Paſtu- 
rage in place of the Tillage, and the Tillage 
overſ{pread the Paſturage. Laſtly overwhelm- 
ing its lower parts, itmounted to an Hill of 


twelve Fathom high, and there reſted, after 


three dayes Travel. Again on the third of 
Zanuary, A. D. 1582. at Hermitage 1n Dor- 
ſet-ſhire, a place of ground of three Acres,

But on Avuguſt 13. a ſecond 
and a more dreadful Flood came. The Wa- 
ters were then obferved to riſe twenty fix 
foot above their uſual Boundaries. The 
Grals in the Meadows, alſothe Engliſh Grain 
was carried away before it. The Indian 
Corn by the long continuance of the Wa- 
ters 15 ſpoiled : forhat the four River Towns 
wVi%,, Windſor, Hartford, Weathersfield, Middle- 
Town, arg exticam fuffgrers, They write 
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from thence, that ſome who had hundreds of 
Buſhels of Corn in the Morning, at night 
had not one Peck left for their Families to 
live upon. There is an awful intimation of 
Divine Diſpleaſure Remarkable in this mat- 
ter; inaſmnch as Auguſt 8. a day of pub- 
lick Humihation with Faſting and Prayer, 
was attended in that Colony, pac! on the 
account of Gods hand againſt the?» 1n the 
former Flood ; the next week afte» wich; 
the hand of God was ſtretched out 61 2: -iom 
again, in the ſame way, after a more te:rible 
manner then at firſt, It is alſo Remarkable 
that ſo many places ſhould ſuffer by inunda- 
tions as this year 1t hath been. For at the 
very ſame time when the Flood hapned at 
Connetticot, there was an Hurricane 1n Virgi- 
m4 attended with a great exundation of . 
Rivers there, ſo as that ther Tobacco and 
their Indian Corn 1s very much damnihed. 
Moreover ,we have reccrved -Information this 
Summer, that the mighty River Danow ( the 
biggeſt in Exrope ) hath overflowed 1ts Banks, 
by means whereot many have loſt their lives, 
Allo near Aix1n France, there lately hapned 
an unuſual Flood, whereby much harm was 
done ; and had the Waters continued riling 
but one hour longer, the City had probably 
been deſtroyed thereby. There was hkewile 
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2 ſudden and extraordinary Flood in Famai- 
wo, which drowned many ( both Men and 
Beaſt ) and was very detrimental to ſome 
Plantations there. They that came lately 
from thence, affure us that the Waters 1n 
ſome places arole an hundred and fifry foot. 
Such mighty Streams d1d the Heavens ſud- 
denly power down upon them. Thus doth 
the great God Who fits King upen the Floods 
fer ever, make the World ſee how man 
wayes he hath to puniſh them, when it ſh 
ſeem good unto hun. Many ſuch things are 
with him. There are who think that the 
laſt Comet, and thoſe more rare Conjun&t- 
ons of the Suprricur Planets, hapning this 
Year, have had a natural influence into the 
mentioned Inundations. Concerning the 
Flood at Connedicet, as for the more imunedt- 
ate natural cauſe, ſome umpute 1t to the great 
Rain which preceded. Others did imagine 
that ſome more than uſual Catara#s did fall 
amongſt the Mountains, there having been 
morg Rain then what now fell , ſometimes 
when no ſuch Flood has followed. Ir is ndt 
impoſlible, but that the Wind might be a ſe - 
condary cauſe of this Calamity ; Judicious 
Obſervators write concerning the Raver 
Dee 1n Cheſhire 1n Enzland, that though much 
Rain dofall, irriſeth but litle, but if the South 
| X Wind 
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Wind beat vehemently upon it, then it (wells 
and overflows the Grounds adjoyning ex- 
treamly; the reaſon of which is, that the Ri- 
ver being broad towards the Sea, when the 
Rain fallsit hath a quick and eafie paſſage, N 
but the South Wind brings the Sea in, and 

doth ſomewhat ſtop the = paſſage of the 


River into the Sea. Whether there might 
not be ſome ſuch natural reaſon of the great 
Flood in Conneticot at this ime; the 1nge- 
nious upon the place, who know beft how 
things are there circumſtanced may conl1der, 
With us 1n Bofon 1t was then at firſt an Eure 
clydon ; but in the afternoon the Wind be- 


came Southerly, when it blew with the great- 
eſt fhierceneſs. If it were fo at Comnetticet, it 
ſeems very probable that the fury of the wind 
gave a check to the free paſſage of the Rr 
ver, which cauſed the oF overflowing of 
the Waters. It has moreover been by fome 
obſerved, that the breaking forth of {abter- 
rancous Waters has caufed very prodigious 
Floods. Since the dayes of Neah, when the 
Fountains of the great Deep were opened, 
no Hiſtory mentions a more ſurprizing and 
amazing Inundation than that which hap- 
ned five years ago at Gaſcoyn in France )pro- 
ceeding ( as tis probably judged) from the 
1rruption of Waters out of the Earth. Con-

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cerning which Remarkable accident, a juds 
cious account 15 given 1n the. late Philoſoph? 
cal Collections, publiſhed by Mr. Robert Hook, 
Page 9. There being but one of theſe Books 
m the Countrey ; the Ingemious will not 
blame me, 1f I here inſert what 1s there Re- 
lared, whuch 1s as followeth ; 

© In the beginning of the Moneth of Tu- 
ly, 1678. after ſome gentle rainy dayes 
which had not ſwelled the Waters of the 
* Garonne more than uſual ; one night this 
© River ſwelled all at once fo mightily, that 
*all the Bridges and Mills above Tele 
*were carried away by it. In the Plains 
* which were below this Town, the Inhabt- 
*tants who had built in places, which by 
* long Experience they had found ſafe c- 
*nough from any former Inundation, were 
* by this *ſurprized, ſome were drowned to- 
* gether with their Cattle ; others had not 
* faved themſelves but by chmbing of Trees, 
"and getting to the tops of Houſes ;. and 
* ſome others which were looking after their

We have ſeen amongſt 
our ſelves, that the Lords faithful Servants 
have ſometimes been the Subjects of ve 
di{mal diſpenſations. There hapned a mo 
awful providence at Farmington 1n Conneficot 
Colony, Dec. 14. 1666. When the Houſe of 
Serjeant Fobn Hart taking hre 1n the night, 
no man knows how, ( pw, I it 15 conjectured 
that 1t might be occaſioned by an Oven) he 
and his Wife, and fix Children were alF 
burned to death before the Neighbours knew 
iny thing of it, (o that his whole Family had 
been extinguiſhed by the fatal Flames of that 
unhappy night, had not one of his Children 
been providentially from home at that time. 
This Hart was eſteemed a choice Chriſtian, 
ind his Wife alſo a good Woman. Suche 
things ſometimes fall upon thoſe that are 
dear unto God, to intimate, if this be done tof 
be green tree, what ſhall be done to the dry, that 
s hit for nothing but the fire. Nevertheleſs, 

Judgement may be fo circumſtanced, as 
hat the diſpleaſure of Heaven 1s plainly 
ritten upon 1t, 1n legible Characters. O 
hich account at 1s ſaid, that the wrath of Go

dry Learned Men have publiſhed whoic Vo- 
lumns profitable ro be read, on this Subject, 
e.g. Goulartius his Hijtorical Colicetions. 
Hon{dorſins 1n his Hiſtorical Theater 5 which 
rs mlarged by Lonicerus. Chaſſalion his me- 
morable Hiſtories of the Judgements ot God, 
And amongſt our Eng/iſh Writers, D. Beard 
in his Theater of Gods Judgements, with Dr, 
Taylor's Additions ; and Mr. Clark 1n histwo 
Volumnsof Examples, have ſaid enough to 
convince Atheiſts that there is a God, and 
that there 1s a Judgement. Yea, the divine 
providenc2 in Remarkable Puniſhments 1n- 
flicted upon very wicked men has: been fo 
conſpicuous and glorious, as that the Gennles 
of oid could not but take notice of 1t. The 
Poet could ſay, Raro amtecedentem ſceleſtum 
deſeruit pede p.2na claudo, And whereas Epi- 
cures 19 object that evil men ſometimes eſcape 
puniſhment a long time; Plutarch ( whole 
works Bez.a eſteemed to be amongſt the moſt 
excellent of Humane Wrinngs) has a notable 
Treatiſe, the dehign whereof 1s to vindicate 
divine Juſtice 1 this matter. Many Re 
markavle Examples to our preſent purpole, 
have hapned 1n New- England, and more than 
I ſhall ac preicat take notice of, All wile 
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men that are acquainted therewith, obſerve 
the blaiting rebukes of providence upon the 
late Siaging and Dancing Suakers, 1 f1gnal 
In:tances, two or three of which may be 
hece Recorded, that fc others may hear and 
fear anc! do no more ſo wickedly. | 
The ticit inſtance, ſhall be that which con- 
cerns the unhappy man that was Murdered 
In Zong-!/land, of which a good hand 1n thoſe 
parts, in a Letter bearing Date, Decemb. 12. 
1651. writes as follows. © There went down 
*about a Moneth ſince three mad .Qnakers, 
"called Th:mas Caſe's Crew,oneman named 
"Denham, belonging to Newer-ſnicks,and two 
"Women with him belonging to O;//cr-Bay 3 
'theſs went down to Se: h-b0/d, where they 
'mect with Samud Banks of Fairfc!.!, the 
"moſt Blaſphemous Villain, that ever was 
f known 1n thele parts. Thels joyning to- 
' gether with ſorac ocl.er Inl:abitints of Sourbs

the name of Themas, declaring that ſhe would 
be dead for three dayes, and then riſe again;

- thereunto, if that notable Hiſtory ſhouid ts 
more dvulged; F ſhall therefore here inſert 
it. Andthus un was, Dr. Templar (the Mun 
ſter in Balſham ) perceiving that Rebert 
Churchman was in danger of being poyloned 
and ſeduced by the papers which the &ua- 
kers had been dilperling mn that place, dchired 
him, that when any of their Books came to 
ts hands, he nught have the peruſal of chem. 
Which being granted, he ſuggeſted that it 
would be very convenicnt that the perſon 
who had given him that Book ſhould be pre- 
ſeat when they conſidered it together. This 
allo was conſented ro. When the Luaker 
came, a ſpecial ſubje& of the Diſcourle was, 
Whether the Scripture is to be ned as a Rulc 
This the Luaker demied, afſlerting that the 
[Rule was within them. Hereupon Dr. Tem- 
plar delired Churchman to take nouce, that 
the .2uakers did not own the Scriptures to 
be their Rule, which befare this Conterence 
he would not beheve concerning them. The 
next time he met with his Brother Theras 
Churchman, he acquainted him with the Con- 
terence whuch al been 1n Dr. Tc mp! irs 
44 * Hloulg 
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Honſc, and ſaid for his part he would not be 
of that Reh210n which d1d d1fown the Scrts 
pruce ro be the Rule. Not long after, the. 
Wife of the torementioned Luaker coming 
to his Houſe to vihit his Wire, he met her at 
the door, and told her the thould not come 
in, intimating that her viſit wonld make d- 
vion betwixt them. Aftrerſome Parley the 
Quakers Wite ſpake unto him 1n theſe words, 
Thou .wilt not believe unleſs theu ſee a ſign, and 
thu mayeſt ſee ſome ſuch, Within a tow 
nights after, Robert Churchman had a violent 
Storm upon the room where he lay, when 
it was very cali in all other parts of the 
Town, and a voice within him, as he was in 
Bzd, ſpake to him, and bid him Sing Pratſes, 
Sing Praiſes; telling him, that he thould cs 
the Glory oft th& New Jeruſalem ; about 
which time a glimmering Light appcared all 
about the room. Toward the morning the 
Voice. commanded him to go out of his Bed 
naked, with his Wife and Children. They 
all ſtanding uponthe Floor, the Spirit mas 
king uſe of his Tongue, bid them to he 
down and put their Mouthes 1n the duſt, 
which they d1d accordingly. It hkewiſe 
commanded them to go and call his Brother 
and Siſter, that they nught ſee the New-fe+ 
r/alem, to whom hg went naked about halt 
a nul, * When 
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When he had delivered his Meſſage, that 
which ſpake within him to denounce wrath 
againſt them, and declare that Fire and Brim- 
ſtone would fall upon them, as it did upon 
Sodom and Gomorrah, if they did not obey; 
and fo he returned to his own houſe. Where 
upon the Floor of a low room, he ſRood- 
about three or four hours. All that 
while he was acted in a very unuſual man- 
ner, ſometimes the Spirit within forced him 
to Sing, ſometimes to Bark like a Dog; 
When his Brother and Siſter who followed 
him were very 1mportunate with him to re- 
fit it, 1c bid him: to kill them, making uſe of 
theſe words, Theſe my Enemies which would 
not that I ſhould Reign over them, bring them 
end ſlay them be fore my face. It made himto 
utter with great readineſs ; many places of 
Scripture, which he had no knowledge of 
before. The drift of what was ſpoken, was 
to per{wade him to comply with the Lua- 
kers, and it named ſome which hved in the 
Neighbouring Towns. About three or four 
hours being thus ſpent, he came to himlelf, 
and was able to give a perfe& account of 
what had befallen him. 

Several nights after, the ſame trouble re- 
turned upon him. His Wrfe was tortured 


with extraordinary pains ; the Children 
which

which lay in the room, complained that their 
Mouthes were ſtopped with Wool as they 
were in Bed, The aiſturbance was fo great, 
that he had thoughts of leaving his Houſe 
for a time, and made it his dcehire to be at Dr. 
Templars ; who prevailed with hum not to be 
{o ſudden in his removal, but to make ſome 
further Trial. Ir pleaſed God upon a con- 
tinuation with him 1n Prayer every day 1n the 
houſe, that he was at laſt perfectly free 
from all moleſtation. The Luakers hearing 
of his condition, gave 1t out, that the power 
of God would come upon him again, and 
that the Wound was but skinned over by the 
Prieſt. Which made Dr. Templar the more 
importunate with him to keep cloſe to the 
Publick Worſhip of God, and to have no- 
thing to do with them or their Writings, 
Which direction he followed till Nowember 
1661. and then peruſing one of their 
Books, a little after upon the tenth day of 
that Moneth his troubles returned. A voice 
within him began to ſpeak to him atcer the 
former manner. The firſt Sentence which 
it uttered was, Ceaſe thou from Man, whoſe 
breath is in his Noſtrils, for wherem is he to be 
accounted, "The dehign winch he diſcerned 
it d1d aim at, was to take him off trom come- 
ing to the Church ( where he had been =_ 

aay ) 
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day ) and from hearing the Word of God. 
It ſuggeſted ſeveral other Scriptures 1n order 
to the perlwading” of him to a compliance 
with the .2uakers, and told him, that it would 
ſtrive with hum as the Angel did with 7aceh, 
until the breaking of the Day, at wich time 
i [etc hum. The two next mights 1t gave him 
the ſame moleſtation, ſaying, 1 muit be with 
him as it was with David, who gave 10 ſleep 
fo his eyes, nor ſlumber to his eye-lids, until be 
found a place for the Lord, an habitation for the 
mighty God of facob, Upon Wedneſday at 
might he was very peremptory1n his ret:{ting 
of it. When it began to fohcit him, he re 
plied, that he ſaw 1 was a Spirit of deluſion, 
which he would not obey. Upon whichthe 
Spirit denoancad a Curſe againit hm 1n theſe 
words, Go ye Curſed into everlaſting fire, and 
fo left him with a very great heat 1n his Bo- 
dy. Atter this, he was 1n hisown apprehen- 
fion in a very comfortable condition, and 
while he was conftidering what had hapned, 
a voice within him ſpake to him, faying, 
That the Spirit which was before upon him 
was a Spirit of Delution, but now the tiue 
Spirit of God was come into him. It ac- 
quainted him, thatthe Do&rineof the "I'rin- 
ty was true, and that God had an Elect Peo- 
ple, and that thols whom the Father Elees 
the 
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the Son hath Redeemed, and when Chriſt 
Redeemeth, the Holy Ghoſt Sanaifeth, and 
told hin that the Miniſter of the Town 
would further inftrut him about the truth 
ot theſe things. Upon Thurlday morning 
about break ot day, it ſet him upon his knees 
as he was 1n bed, and bid him Farewel. The 
ſame day 1t came upon him1n the held as he 
was going to, and coming from the Market, 
& pielled upon him to beheve that 1t was the 
ood Spirit which he was acted with, which 
e {till doubred of. One night that week a- 
mongſt many Arguments which it uſed to 
that purpoſe, it told him 1t he would not 
beheve without a {ign, he might have what 
gn he would. Upon that Robert Church- 
man deſired, if it was a good Spirit, that a 
Wier-Candleſtick which ſtood upon the 
Cup-board might be turned into Brals, which 
the Spirit ſaid he would do. Preſently there 
was a very unſavoury mel] in the Room, hke 
that of the ſnuff of a Candle newly pur outs 
but nothing elſe was done tow ards the fultil- 
ling of the promiſe. Upon the Lords Day 
following, he then attending the publick 
Worſhip of God, it came upon him. Where 
the Chapters were named, he turned tothens 
in his Bible, but was not able to read. When 
the Plalm was Sung, he could noc pronounce 
| A a a 
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a ſyllable. Upon Monday morning his 


Speech was wholly taken away from him. 
When the Miniſter in that place came to 
him, and asked him how it was with him, he 
moved his head towards him, but was not 
able to ſpeak ; the Miniſter waited an hour 
or two in the Room, hoping that his Speech 
might have returned unto him, and that he 
might have gained from him ſome account of 
his condition. But finding no alteration, he 
deſired thoſe who were preſent to joyn with 
him in Prayer. As they were Praying 
Churchman's Body was with much violence 
| thrownout of Bed, and then with great ve- 
hemency he called to the Mijuſter Dr. Tem- 
plar to hold his rongue. When Prayer was 
done, his Tongue was bound as before, till at 
laſt he broke out into theſe words : Thine is 
the Kingdom, Thine is the Kingdom ; winch he 
repeated ( as was judged ) above an hundred 
times. Sometimes he was forced into ex- 
tream Laughter, /ometimes into Singing, his 
Hands were uſually imployed in beating his 
Breaſt. All of them who ſtood by, could 
diſcern unuſual heavings in his Body. This 
Diſtemper did continue towards the morn- 
ing of the next day, and then the voice 
within lum fignitied to him that it would 
leave him, bidding hum get upon hs Knes 


—_ 
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in order to that end, which hedid, and ther 
py he had a perfe& command of him- 
el, 
When Dr. Templar came to him, he gave 
a ſober account of all the paſſages of the day 
before, having a diſtin remembrance of 
what the Spirit forced him to do, and what 
was ſpoken to him by thoſe that ſtood by. 
In particular he told the Doctor that he was 
compelled ro give him that diſturbance uz 
Prayer, before-mentioned ; the Spirit uſing 
his Limbs and Tongue, as it lad contrary 
to the inclination of his own mind. : 
Upon the Thurſday following, the Spint 
gan to rage after its former manner, as 
Dr. Templar was at Prayer with him, it was 
very diſcernable how it wrought upon his 
, forced him to grate his Teeth, and 


draw his Mouth awry. He told the Mint- 

ſter afrer he had done, that it bid him to de 

nounce woe againſt him. It prong God 
1 


upon continuance in prayer with him, atlaſt. 
to releale him of all his trouble, and fo far ta 
make 1t advantagious to him and to his Wite, 
and ſome others, which were too much by+ 
aſſed with the Principles of the Lakers, 
that now they have a perfe& d:{hke of that 
way, and do diligently attend npon the pub=- 
lick Worſhip of God.

It hath been by many obſerved, that Men 
addictcd to horrid Curtings and Execrations, 
have pulic:i down the 1mprecated vengeance 

of Heaven upon themſelves. Sundry very 
awtal Examples of thus kind havelately hap- 
2d : 1 ſhall heze mention one or two. 

Thc hand of God was very Remarkable, 
m thac wiuch cameto pals in the Narragan- 
fect Countrey 1n New-England, not many weeks 
fince. For I have good Intormation, thaton 
AuzTuſt 28. 1683. A Man there ( viz. Samuel 
Wil/er) having cauſed his Dog to nulchiet 
his Neighbours Cattle, was blamed for his fo 
doing. He demied the fta& with Impreca- 
tions, wilhing that he might never ſtr from 
that place if he had ſo done. Hts Neighbour 
being t:oubled at his denying the truth, re- 

proved 
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proved him, and told him he did very 1l| to 
deny what his Conſcience knew to be truth. 
The Atheiſt thereupon uſed the Name of 
Gol in his Imprecations; ſaying, He wiſhed 
to God he might never ſtir out of that place, if 
be had done that which he was charged with, 
The words were ſcarc2 out of his mouth be- 
fo:e he fink down dead, and never ſtirred 
more ; a Son 1n Law of his ſtanding by and 
catching him as he tell to the ground. 

A thing not unlike to this hapned (though 
not in New-Enzland yet ) in America, about 
a year ago. For 1n September 1682, A man 
at the lite of Providence belonging to a Vel- 
ſel whereof one Wollery was Maſter, bein 
charged with ſome deceit 1n a matrer that had 
been comnutted to him, 1n order to his owre 
Vindication, chorridly wiſhed that the Dewil 
might put out his eyes, 'if he had done as was 
ſuſpetted concerning him. That very night 
a Rhume fell into his Eyes, fo as that within 
a few daycs he became ſtark blind. His con- 
pany being aſton1ſhed at the Divine hand 
which thus conſpicuoutly and fgnally ap- 

earcd ; put kim aſhore at Providence, and 
fr him there. A Phyſitian being defied to 
undertake his Cure, hearing how he came to 
ble his fight, refuled ro meddle with him. 
Thus account.I lately received from credible 
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perſons, who knew and have often ſeen the 
Man whom the Devil ( according to his onn 
wicked wiſh) made blind, Sr the dread- 
ful and righteous judgement of God. 
Moreover, that worſe than bruitiſh fin of 
Drunkenneſs, hath been witneſſed againſt 
from Heaven by ſevere and ſignal Fudgments, 
It was a {1gn of the fearful Wrath of God, 
upon that notortous Drunkard, at a place 
called Seatucket in Leng-lIſland 5 who as he 
was in Drink, fell into the Fire ( the People 
3n the Houſe then being in Bed and aflecp) 
and (o continued for ſome confiderable time, 
until he received his Deaths wound. At his 
farſt awakening he roared out Fire ! Fire ! as 
If it had been one in Hell, to the great a- 
ſtoniſhment of all that heard hum. One in 
the Houſe flung a pail of Water on him to 
quench his Clothes, but-that added to his tor- 
ment ; fo he continued yelling afrer an hi- 
deous manner, Fire ! Fire! and within a day 
or two died in great miſery. And though 
this Drunkard died by fire, 1t 18 Remarkable 
that many of thoſe who have loved drink, 
Have died by water, and that at the very time 
when their underſtandings have been 
drowned with Drink. It 15s an awful contt- 
Tation, that there have been at ſeveral times 
above forty perſons wn thisLand, whom _ 
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kath found in that woful plight, ſo that their 
immortal Souls have gone out of Drunken 
_—_ to appear before God the Judge 
of all. 


That Remarkable Fudgement hath firſt or 
laſt fallen upon thoſe who have ſought the 
hurt of the People of God in New-England, 
is ſo notorious, as that it 15 become the ob- 
ſervation of every Man. This [/rael in the 
Wilderneſs hath cat up the Nations his Ene- 

Lo Bones, and pierced 
them through with his Arrows. Some Ad- 
verſaries have eſcaped longer unpuniſhed 
than others ; but then their ends have been 
of all the moſt woful, and tragical at laſt. 
I ſhall inſtance only in what hath lately come 
to Pals with reſpe& unto the Heathen who 
role up againſt us, thinking to ſwallow us u 
quick, when their Wrath was kindled againi 
us. Bleſſed be the Lord, who hath not g1- 
ven us a prey to their Teeth. The Chiet- 
tains amongſt them were all cut off, either 
by Sword or Sickneſs in the War time, ex- 
cepting thoſe in the Eaſtern parts, whole 
Ring-leaders outhved their fellows 5 but now 
God hath met with them. There were in 
ſpecial two of thoſe Indians, who ſhed much 
innocent Blood, viz. Simon and Squande.

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As for bloody Simon, who was wont to boaſt 
of the Miſchiefs he had done, and how he 
had treacherouſly ſhot and killed fach and 
fuch Engliſh-men, he died miſerably the laſt 
Winter, Another Indian diſcharging a 
Gun hapned' to ſhoot Simen, fo as to break 
his Arm. After which he lved two years, 
but 1n extremity of pain, ſo as that the In- 
dians when enquired of, how Simen did ; 
thew uſual Anſwer was Worſe then Dead, 
He uſed all means that Earth and Hell ( for 
he betook himſelf to Prwaws ) could afford 
him for, his recovery, but in vain. Thus 
was the wickedneſs of that Murtherer at 


- 
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downwards, and be for ever miſerable. But 
this pretended God ſaid nothing to him a- 
bout Feſus Chriſt, However, this Apparition 
ſo wrought upon Squando, as that he lefr his 
Drunkennels, and became a ſtri&t obſerver 
of the Sabbath day ; Yea, ſo as that he al- 
wayes kept 1t as a day of Faſt, and would 
hear the Engliſh Miniſters Preach, and was 
very juſt 1n = dealing. But 1n the time of 
the late Indian War, he was a principal Actor 
in the bloody Tragedics in that part of the 
Countrey. The laſt year the pretended Ex- 
gliſh-mans God, appeared to him again, as a- 
toce, in the form of a Mimiter, requiring 
him to kill himſclt, and p:onuting him that 
if he d1d obey, he ſhould hve again the nexe 
day, and never die more. Squando acquain- 
ted his Wife, and ſome other Indians with 
this new Apparition, They moſt earneſtly 
adviſed him nor to follow the murdero”s 
Counſel which the Spectre had given. Ne- 
verthelets, he tince hath Hanged hunlzlf, and 
ſo is gone to his own place. This was the 
end of the Man that diſturbed the Peace of 
New-Enz!and,

{ therwiſe, if they had moved a few Inches 
* more, he had been preſt to death. 


Thus fir is Mr. Fitch's Narrative: Had 
ill others been as diligent in obſerving the 
Works of God, as this Worthy Perfon has, 
the accouht of New-England: Remarkables 
would have been more full and compleat. 
But other things muſt be left for another ats, 
tempt of this kind: I ſhalt only add at pre- 
ſent, That 'there have been mary faddert 
Deaths in this Countrey, which ſhould not, 
paſs without ſome Remark. For when ſtchr 
Strokes are multiphed, there isnndoubtedly z 
fpeaking voice of Providence therein. "Ant 
ſo it hath beeh with us in New-England this 
hſt year, ard moſt of allthe laſt Summer. 
To my obſervationin Augeft. ft, withurt the 
ſpace of three or four weeks, there were : 
ewelve ſudden Deaths ( and it may be others. - 
have oblerved more thart T did ) ſome of 
them being 1n reſpect of ſundry Circumſtans 
ces exceeding awtul. Let me only add herez 
that ludden Death 15 not alwayes a Judgrhent © 
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unto thoſs who are taken out of an evil 
World: It may be a mercy to them, and a 
warning unto others, as the ſudden Death of 
the Prophet Exz«kiels Wife was. Manv of 
whom the World was not worthy, have been 
ſo removed out of .u. Moſes ded luddenly, 
And lo have ſome excellent perſons in thus 
Countrey done. Governour Eat at New- 
Haven, and Governour Hames. at Hariford 
Died in their ſleep without being fick. that 
Excellent Man: of God Mr. Nertn, as he 
Was walking 1 iN his Houſe in this Bun, was 
taken with a Syncope, fell down Dea a: id ne- 
ver ſpake more.

he might die rather a ſudden than a hngring 
Dzath, and ſo it came to paſs.. For as he 
was Travelling in the Coach with Sr. Fobre 
Osborne, and reading of a Book (for he would 
lale no time ) he was taken with a Fainting 
Fit, and though inſtantly taken out in the 
Arms of one there nn thy and all means 
poſtivle uſed for his Recovery, he there Died, 
Auguſt 2.4. 1607. The Learned & P1ous Wolfius 
( not the Divine who has written Commens»; 
taries on ſeveral parts of the Scriptures 
bur he that publiſhed Le&ionum Memerabi-. 
lium & Reconditarum Centenarios ) On: May 
23. 1600. being in ufual Health, was, after 
he had Dined, farprifed with a ſudden ill- 
neſs, whereof he Diced within a few hour© 
That Holy Man Facobus Faber, who'did and. 
ſuffered great things for the Name of Chriſt,” 
went ſuddenly mro the hlent Grave: On a 
Day when ſome Friends came to viſt him, 
ter he had courteoufly entertained them, 
he laid himſelf down upon his Bed to take 
ſome Repole ; and no ſooner ſhut his Eyes, 
but his Heaven-born Soul took 1ts flight into 
he World of Souls.
